The ship was first christen¬ 
ed “Juan Peron”, after the 
Argentine president who had 
ordered the Central Bank to 
let the fishing company have 
pounds to pay for her. 

The “Juan Peron” arrived 
in December, 1952, loaded 
with petroleum. Her draught 
prevented the 32,000-ton ship 
from entering access chan¬ 
nels to port, so the petroleum 
was loaded into lighters.

Mexico is the world’s second 
ranking silver producing 
country, following only the 
United States. 

The United States has been 
maneuvering with new laws 
lately to prevent the price of 
silver from rising. U.S. offi¬ 
cials are afraid silver coins 
might become so valuable 
they would be melted down 
for the metal content, caus¬ 
ing a coin shortage. A drive 
was launched to produce more 
ot the new cupro-nickel coins, 
which have less silver content 
and would be much less 
tempting to coin-melters. 

With its plentiful supply of 
silver, Mexico would prefer 
to use the surplus for coinage 
at home, rather than sell it 
at the $1.29 per ounce world 
I price — which is maintained 
by the United States to pro¬ 
tect its own coinage. 

And Mexicans, already brac- 
| ing for the load of peso coins, 
made of an alloy but with a 
covering of silver, see a fur¬ 
ther escalation on the horizon. 

Treasury officials are talk¬ 
ing about a 25-peso coin. 

If it’s small, it could save 
those reinforced pockets.

The Bad Bay State Driver 

Registrar of Motor Vehicles Richard F. McLaugh¬ 
lin recently took a long step in the right direction. He 
instituted a program requiring accident-prone drivers 
to attend special classes. It is a unique approach to a 
problem that plagues the highways of Massachusetts. 

We have a nation-wide reputation here in Massa¬ 
chusetts for having some of the worst automobile driv¬ 
ers. The reputation has been earned the hard way, as 
auto accident figures bear out. The Commonwealth's 
record of highway accidents and fatalities is appalling. 

The public hasn’t taken too much notice of Regis¬ 
trar McLaughlin’s attempt to make Massachusetts 
streets and highways safer for all. But the people who 
are and have been attending the Registry’s program 
are enthused about it. They’ve turned out at various 
Registry offices throughout the state on hot nights, 
eager to learn how to correct their faults and to learn 
how to better navigate their cars on the highways. 

We’ve long had a gripe against people who drive 
autos on today’s super highways but who really don’t 
know, or flaunt the rules of good driving. Surprisingly, 
it is not always the kids who are bad drivers. It is the 
middle-aged driver, more often than not, who can really 
foul up. 

One of our pet peeves is the guy who sets his big 
fat car on the left lane of the super highway and pokes 
along at 50 miles an hour. Once there, it takes a bomb 
or a State Trooper to move him. Meanwhile, irked, 
angry drivers are cutting around to the right in order 
to pass. We know it is now legal to do so, but we feel it 
is a bad practice, especially on the inside third lane. 

Another of our gripes is the way some drivers op¬ 
erate when two highways merge. The specific spot we 
have in mind is the intersection of Rte. 128 and the 
Southeast Expressway northbound in Braintree. Time 
after time we have seen drivers enter the intersection 
and, instead of staying on the left to merge gradually 
into the traffic pattern, swing right across the lanes to 
get into the third, inside lane. We’ve witnessed many 
a near-miss at that spot. 

The sad part about it is that the driver who cuts 
across to get into the third lane thinks he is doing 
right! If another driver were to call him a stupid so- 
and-so, he’d be highly insulted. Even if he were to read 
this he’d probably still think his way is the right way. 

Another complaint of our hasn’t to do with high¬ 
way driving. It is the guy who is parked at the curb, 
usually in a line of autos, who pulls out onto the street 
—and then looks to see if anyone is coming. The first 
thing he does is move and then look, instead of looking 
and then moving. 

There are several more sins-of-the-road we could 
enumerate but the ones we have listed are enough; 
they cause their tragic share of death and destruction. 

So, a tip of our typographical hat to Registrar Mc¬ 
Laughlin and his men for trying to make Massachu¬ 
setts a safer place in which to drive. 

Keep Politics Out Of It 

“There will be many attempts to interpret the 
events of the past few days.” Those words were spoken 
by President Johnson last week in an address to the 
nation on civil disorder. We aren’t going to attempt to 
interpret or analyze the riots by Negroes in various 
cities in the land. 

They appalled us. To us they were not the anguish¬ 
ed expression of the oppressed seeking social justice 
and civil rights. We think the riots were led and direct¬ 
ed by those who saw a chance to loot and pillage and 
avenge real or fancied wrongs. They did not seek civil 
right; they sought civil strife. 

But we said we would not interpret or analyze and 
so we shall desist. What we will do, however, is com¬ 
ment on the politics that crept into the riots and their 
aftermath. 

We think that President Johnson, who we believe 
to be a good President, allowed politics to enter into the 
riots. In his midnight address to the nation, when he 
announced his decision to send paratroops into Detroit, 
he was careful to point out that Gov. George Romney, 
of Michigan, had requested the troops; that the situa¬ 
tion was out of his control. 

It seemed to us that the President placed undue 
emphasis on the fact that Gov. Romney and the law¬ 
keeping forces at his disposal could not control the riot 
in Detroit, the largest, longest and worst of the Negro 
riots last week. It is needless to point out that Gov. 
Romney may be a Republican Presidential candidate. 

Then, when the President addressed the nation 
Thursday night and announced he was appointing a 
special advisory commission on civil disorders to in¬ 
vestigate the orgins of the recent disorders in the cities, 
he outlined what the Administration has done in the 
past three and a half years to aid the Negroes. He took 
the opportunity at that time to very nicely twist Re¬ 
publican arms when he said: 

“Our work has just begun. Yet there are those 
who feel that even this beginning is too much.” He 
went on to state how the funds for the model cities pro¬ 
gram were cut in Congress; how $20 million to fight 
the rats was voted down. The Presklent wasn’t blatant¬ 
ly political but he wasn’t too subtle either. We don’t

Mrs. Lilyan Berkowitz, pres¬ 
ident of the Newton Chapter 
of the ACLD as w ell as a vice-

Mrs. Berk¬ 
owitz spoke as follows: 

My name is Mrs. Abraham 
Berkowitz, I live in Newton 
and am president of the New¬ 
ton Chapter of the ACLD as 
well as a vice-president of 
the Massachusetts Associa¬ 
tion. But most of all I am ths 
parent of a perceptually hand¬ 
icapped child. 

The remedial reading teach¬ 
ers, including University level 
clinics, have done a fine job, 
but they must admit (and 
most of them do) that there 
is still & small percentage of 
children whom they have not 
been able to reach and it was 
on behalf of my son and the 
other children in Newton like 
him, who have learning dis¬ 
abilities which prevent them 
from benefitting from con¬ 
ventional teaching techniques, 
that I went before the Newton 
School Committee on May 8 . 

I registered the concern of 
the Newton parents for their 
children suffering from per¬ 
ceptual handicaps and re¬ 
ceived a very positive reac¬ 
tion from the School Com¬ 
mittee and the School Depart¬ 
ment’s administrators. Many 
school committeemen have 
publicly announced their hope 
of being able to help these 
children. 

Dr. Edward Landy, Divi¬ 
sion of Special Education, 
told School Committee that 
he is convinced that percep¬ 
tual handicaps do exist. He 
added that the School Dept, 
has not acted upon the State 
Law requiring treatment and 
offering 50% reimbursement 
for special programs because 
no specific guidelines on what 
is to be done have been issued 
by state officials. 

Gentlemen, the law and re¬ 
search are pointing the way. 
Like cancer and heart dis¬ 
ease, all the answers are not 
available as to the cause and 
cure. But that has not pre¬ 
vented doctors and research¬ 
ers from searching for thos# 
answers, and in the mean¬ 
time. providing as much help 
as they now can. Just as 
surely as an attempt must 
be made to save the lives 
of those afflicted with these 
dread diseases, realizing at 
the same time the help now 
given will need to be adapted 
as new research is available, 
I strongly appeal to you to 
begin now in an attempt to 
salvage the lives of these 
children.

Vole of Congressmen 
On Hat Control Bill 

President Johnson in his 
speech on urban riots and vio¬ 
lence remarked that his request 
for $20 million to fight the 
pestilence of rats, which prowl 
in the dark alleys and tenement 
houses of big cities, had been 
rejected by Congress. 

An examination of the con¬ 
gressional records reveals that 
seven Massachusetts Congress¬ 
men, including two Republi¬ 
cans, supported the proposal, 
that three Ray Slate GOP Con¬ 
gressmen voted against it and 
that two Democrats were not 
recorded. 

Congressmen James A. 
Burke of Milton. Edward P. 
Boland of Springfield. Harold 
I). Donahue of Worcester, 
Thomas P. O’Neill. Jr., of 
Cambridge, and Philip J. Phi 1- 
bin of Clinton, all Democrats, 
voted for the measure, as did 
Congressman Silvio O. Conte 
of Pittsfield and Congresswo¬ 
man Margaret M. Heckler of 
Welleslev, both Republicans. 

Recorded in opposition to 
the appropriation of $20 mil¬ 
lion to exterminate the rats 
were Republican Congressmen 
Hastings Keith of West Bridge- 
water. William H. Bales of 
Salem and F. Bradford Morse 
of Lowell. 

Speaker John W\ McCor¬

The Massachusetts Associ¬ 
ation wishes to recommend

lar classroom as soon as 
possible. 

We feel that the Bureau of 
Special Education for the 
State, should be allowed to 
not only determine the worth 
of each school department 
program and whether or not 
it fulfills the needs of these 
children and are thus entitled 
to reimbursement, but also 
to determine the certification 
requirements of the teachers 
who are to help them. 

The need is now! Each day, 
each month which goes by, 
will find these children being 
pulled deeper and deeper into 
the depths of despair by the 
quicksand of the inability to 
cope with their world. 

The waste of human poten¬ 
tial is as yet unmeasured. We 
do not know of a certainty 
how many children are af¬ 
flicted And It Matters Very 
Little. If we can, thru special¬ 
ized education, save but one 
child from the ranks of the 
unemployable or the school 
drop - outs, then we have 
achieved a significant step 
towards bringing to every 
child, in this democratic soci¬ 
ety. an opportunity for the 
education of which he is intel¬ 
lectually capable. 

Without your help, the help 
of dedicated educators, re¬ 
searchers, doctors, and con¬ 
cerned parents, these children 
ir, most cases, are doomed to 
a frustrating and heartbreak¬ 
ing future. We look to you 
hopefully. Please do begin to 
help these long misunderstood 
and frustrated children now.

There are an amusement 
| area, rides, special treats for 
the kids, art galleries, fashion 
shows, boutiques (the Russian 
shop accepts American Ex¬ 
press, Diners’ Club and other 
credit cards), movies and 
theaters. 

Spec ial Events 

Special events include a 
World Festival of the per¬ 
forming arts, with orchestras, 
plays, opera, ballet troupes, 
singers, actors and other 
famed performers. There are 
also an America vs. Europe 
track and field meet, an inter¬ 
national horse show and a 
rodeo. 

More than 70 governments 
are represented at the Fair. 
There are about 25 industrial 
and other private exhibits. 

Two of the most popular 
are the United States and 
Soviet Union pavilions. There 
generally are long lines also 
outside the Telephone Pavilion 
and the Labyrinth. You can 
beat some of the queues by 
taking advantage of Reserv- 
expo, a free service which per- 


The high¬ 
lights for us, and most other 
visitors, were the flame-black¬ 
ened Space ships Freedom 7 
and Gemini 7, an Apollo 
which made an unmanned 
space flight in 1966, and a 
Surveyor Lunar Module.

The Castle 
Restaurant in the Czech pa¬ 
vilion is one of the best at 
the fair. For less sumptuous 
meals the fair offers more 
than 120 cafes and snack bars, 
with prices ranging from 
about 65 cents up. 

Getting to the fair from 
Montreal is a cinch. Bus 168 
runs to the Place d’Accueil, 
the main entry gate on the 
Cite du Havre. The elevated 
Expo-Express takes you free 
to and around the islands. 
Or you can ride the new 
rubber-tired Metro subway 
to the Place des Nations on 
Ste. Helena. Bus and Metro 
fares are 30 cents a ride but 
you can buy four tickets for 
$1.00. Taxi fares are high. 
Cigarettes are too, 55 cents a 
pack for most brands.

Genius Is 
Uncommon

WASHINGTON (UPI) 

There are about 20 million 
children under the age of five 
in the United States. Some¬ 
where among them, according 
to the law of averages, there 
are 20 upon whom the survival 
of the nation could well de¬ 
pend in the years ahead. 

They are geniuses or poten¬ 
tial geniuses. They may be 
white, black or brown. They 
may be living in a slum or 
have millionaires for parents. 
They are more likely to be 
boys than they are girls be- j 
cause the history of genius 
heavily favors the male sex. 

Some of them will be artists, 
some musicians, some writers. 
But some of them — maybe 
seven — are going to be scien¬ 
tists and our future could well 
be in their hands. 

They will be our shields and 
saviors against obliteration by 
nuclear war, starvation or any 
other of the deathly perils that 
are lurking just around the 
corner for our generation. 

The U.S. government, pri¬ 
vate agencies and many edu-| 
cators are eager to find these 
20 children. The search for 
them goes on every day, but it 
is a difficult task. Children 
don’t go round carrying a sign 
reading “genius.” You have to 
search through millions of 
kids. 

There probably are about 
600,000 American children, 
aged five and under, who 
could be classified as “gifted.” 
It probably is from this group 
that the geniuses will emerge.: 
But how to spot them now? 

Easily Recognized 

Occasionally a child genius | 
stands out. Wolfgang Mozart 
walked over to a piano when 
three years old and began 
picking out notes. When he 
was six years old, he com 
posed waltzes and went on 
concert tours. 

Philosopher John Stuart Mill 
read Greek when he was three 
years old. But he and Mozart 
were the one-in-a-billion shots, 
and the world has had some 
close calls by failing to recog¬ 
nize genius in the young. Like 
this man who wrote: 

“I remember that I was 
never able to get along at 
school. I was alwavs at the 
foot of the class. I used to 
feel that my teachers did not 
sympathize with me and that 
my father thought I was 
stupid.” Author: Thomas A. 
Edison. 

Or like this one: “My father 
told me that his teachers re¬ 
ported to his parents that he 
was mentally slow, unsociable 
and adrift forever in his fool¬ 
ish dreams.” Author: Albert 
Einstein, Jr. 

The word “genius” may be 
the most over - worked and 
abused in the English lan¬ 
guage. A pitcher with a good 
fast ball and a sharp curv« is 
hailed as a genius. Motion pic 
ture actors frequently are 
saluted as geniuses whereas 
actually they are nothing 
more than talented mimics. 
Teen-age girls assure us that 
Elvis Presley and The Beatles 
are geniuses. Many literary 
critic^ who once referred to 
Ernest Hemingway as 
genius now have decided he 
merely had a true ear for re¬ 
producing conversation in 
print.

Peonies which do not blos¬ 
som may be in need of sepa¬ 
rating and you can do the 
job any time from September 
to early November.

In early fall, cut 
the tops back and burn them, 
and next spring be sure to 
spray the new growth with 
Bordeaux mixture, captain or 
zineb.

ranging flowers for a bou¬ 
quet, add a few chunks of 
charcoal to help keep the ar¬ 
rangements longer. 

Here's a home made cut 
flower preservative you might 
try on your bouquets: Add 3 
heaping teaspoons of sugar, 2 
tablespoons of white distilled 
vinegar to a quart of tap 
water. Florists “harden off” 
flowers before arranging them 
in vases. This simply means 
“conditioning” them by set¬ 
ting the container of cut flow¬ 
ers in the dark for a few 
hours. Why a dark room? 
There’s less loss of moisture 
due to evaporation. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC 

A reader writes: “Is it o k. 
to sprinkle our geraniums 
and other flowers in a front 
bed?” 

Answer: Sprinkling is a 
poor practice on ornamentals. 


It causes the blossoms to get 
mushy and diseased. Best bet 
is to water with a soaker 
hose, giving enough to soak 
down 3 or 4 inches. 

COMPOST PILE MAKES 
SENSE 

Good gardeners save their 
grass clippings, weeds, 
leaves, sawdust, wood chips 
and everything else that’s or¬ 
ganic. These materials rot 
and form good humus, th* 
backbone of any soil. One ob¬ 
jection to using a compost is 
the odor when you get around 
to using Is. This can be toned 
down a bit by sprinkling some 
lime over the material. Also, 
do not keep the compost pile 
soaking wet. It’ll decay just 
as fast if the pile is kept 
damp. Dry compost will de¬ 
cay much slower. Keeping 
the material in a pit traps 
moisture in and may cause 
objectionable odors. Com¬ 
posted material can be added 
without resorting to a pit. 
Just start a pile somewhere 
in back of the garage and 
keep a black plastic sheet 
over it to trap heat and mois¬ 
ture inside. This will decay 
the pile quicker. How about 
magic chemicals for quickly 
breaking down the materials? 
Water, lime and chemical 
plant foods will do the job for 
you, and at the same time 
fortify the compost with ex¬ 
tra nutrients.

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“Chicken Of Sea” Meets Its 
Element After 4-Year Birth

You might say that the 
name “Chicken of the Sea” 
fits the boat quite well. The 
twenty-four foot tri-miran is 
four years old, but went into 
the water for the first time 
last week; and for good rea¬ 
son. It took four years to get 
it built. 

It all began when Paul 
Sugarman of Newton was 
reading Popular Boating mag¬ 
azine. “Build this boat for 
only $750 in your spare time 
during two months.” 

It sounded like fun, so Paul 
convinced Steve Andelman 
and Bob and Dick Siegel to go 
I along with his idea and help 
him build the sail boat, 
j That was four years ago, 
and what started as a fun 
project became an obsession. 
The boys worked together, 
alone, during free moments, 
at times when they should 
I have been or would like to 


have been doing something 
else. Occasionally they made 
changes from the original 
blueprints which cost $60. 
Sometimes the changes were’t 
intentional, but still they 
worked. 

They joined the New Eng¬ 
land Multi-Hull Association, 
formed by arm chair sailors 
who spent their time building 
boats, not sailing them. 

The boys changed too, over 
the four years. Bob got mar¬ 
ried and now lives with his 
wife and baby son in Roslin- 
dale. Ste'i* and his wife Susan 
live in Framingham. But 
Paul who attends New Eng¬ 
land College in New Hamp¬ 
shire stayed single, and con¬ 
tinued to work on the boat. 

Their years of toil came to 
an end last week. The boat 
was finished. It cost $2000 to 
build instead of $750, its mast 
is Vh feet longer than speci¬ 
fied in the plans, and the 


right side of the center hull 
bulges awkwardly. But their 
five seat sail boat w r as finish¬ 
ed. 

It took almost as much 
planning to get the boat to 
the water as it did to build it. 
Friends and neighbors vol¬ 
unteered to help lift the % 
ton craft onto a heavy steel 
trailer. To get it to the 
Charles River, the mast had 
to be removed and a Newton 
Police escort led the boys 
and their boat through the 
street's of Newton at 5 a.m. 
wher the 14 foot wide boat 
wouldn’t interfere with traf¬ 
fic. 

It got to the water, and 
after some last minute checks 
of the rigging and equipment 
the boys were off. 

“It sailed like a dream”, 
Paul related later looking 
back on the day he waited 
for, for four years. It was 
a dream, a dream come true.

Travel Photography Is A Snap Burma Moves 
If You Follow These Suggestions To Save Bird 

Nest Recipe

NEW YORK (UPI) — Prob¬ 
ably one of the surest ways 
to spot a tourist is by his 
camera. Hardly anyone goes 
anywhere these days without 
still or movie cameras to 
make a pictorial record of his 
travels for his own enjoyment 
or to show to the stay-at- 
homes. 

But no one knows how much 
film is wasted by the traveler 
trying to take pictures from 
a moving airplane, ship, or 
car. 

So here are some tips from 
Jack Streb. managing editor 
in Kodak’s Consumer Markets 
Division and an Associate of 
the Photographic Society of 
America. 

Going by air: 

Use a high shutter speed 
(with the corresponding cor¬ 
rect lens opening, of course). 
In general, at cruising 
heights, suggested exposure 
is one lens opening less than 
the normal exposure you 
would use on the ground. 

Sit, if possible, on the shady 
side of the aircraft behind or 
in front of the wing. Shoot 
just before landing or right 
after takeoff “Pan” with the 
object on the ground. Don’t 
rest the camera against the 
window — they vibrate. Shoot 
aerial pictures only when the 
sun is shining. 

Going by boat; 

Use as high a shutter speed 
as possible to avoid camera 
movement caused by vibra¬ 
tions from the ship’s screws. 
Don’t rush to the rail and 
blaze away at the empty sky¬ 
line or passing boats. Add per¬ 
spective to the scene, step 
back and include part of the 
railing, lifeboats or fellow 
passengers in the foreground. 

You can snap magnificent 
panoramic or skyline views 
of cities from a ship entering 
or leaving port. But unless 
there is a dramatic sky, try 
and shoot when the ship is 
close enough to give buildings 
some prominence in the pic¬ 
ture area. Front lighting and 
sunset conditions are best 
here. Remember also to 
guard against the glare from 
the water. 

Going by car: 

The camera-plus-car com¬ 
bination permits you to get 


“closer to the country” in 
your exploration of highways 
and byways. So obtain a good 
road map so you’ll know of 
historical or other possible 
scenic highlights along your 
route. 

Keep your camera on the 
seat beside you — you never 
know' when you might want 
to use it. Don’t store it in 
the trunk, glove compartment 
or package shelf where ex¬ 
cessive heat during the sum¬ 
mer months could damage the 
film. 

Fleeting Subjects 

Children, animals, rain¬ 
bows and unusual sunsets are 
fleeting subjects. They have 
to be photographed NOW or 
not at all. If the sun is shin¬ 
ing, keep your camera pre¬ 
set for a normal sunlit sub¬ 
ject. Check the setting with 
your film instruction sheets. 

If you have a focus adjust¬ 
ment, set at about 25 feet. 
With the film advanced and 
the shutter cocked, you will be 
ready to snap any average 
subject in a range of 12 feet 
to infinity. Don’t shoot from 
a side window of a moving 
vehicle unless you use a high 
shutter speed and “pan” with 
the subject. 

Regardless of how you 
travel, take along an ample 
supply of film. You could have 
difficulty finding your favo¬ 
rite brand or size, particular- 
I ly overseas. And prices could 
be higher than at home. 

Good shooting. (We use one 
one of those electric-eye, auto¬ 
matic cameras.) 


Space Tool 

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. 
(UPI) — The counterweight 
and carriage of what is ex¬ 
pected to become the world’s 
most powerful man-carrying 
centrifuge have been assem¬ 
bled at the Ames Research 
Center here. 

Built by Conseco, Inc. of 
San Leandro, the unit weighs 
nearly 300 tons and will sup¬ 
port a 50-foot arm. At the 
end of the arm will be mount¬ 
ed man-carrying capsules. 

The $6.5 million centrifuge 
will be the only known device 
capable of simulating all ex¬ 
pected forces and motions for 
lunar and planetary launch 
and re-entry except weight¬ 
lessness.

RANGOON (UPI) — The 
lowly little grey swift suck 
denly has become a very im¬ 
portant bird to the Burmese 
government because of a 
tasty ancient soup recipe. 

The swift produces the chief 
ingredient for bird’s nest soup 
beloved by Asian gourmets 
and, indirectly, builds a tidy 
little nest egg of valuable 
foreign exchange for Burma. 

The grey swift (collocalia 
francica) abounds on scores 
of tiny uninhabited islands 
along the lower Burmese 
coast, building its valuable 
nests of special saliva secre¬ 
tion in virtually inaccessible 
nooks and crannies of caves 
and rocky outcrops. 

Harvesting swift nests has 
been supervised by the gov¬ 
ernment for decades, with 
businessmen bidding for col¬ 
lection rights over the various 
islands at public auction. 

Before World War II, col¬ 
lection rates averaged about 
$4,000 per island. This income 
for the government jumped 
I to $9,000 shortly after the war 
and by 1966 was averaging 
about $27,500. 

It was no wonder that oflfi- 
j cials became alarmed early 
this year when a Forests De¬ 
partment survey showed the 
swifts faced total extinction 
from overcropping, poaching 
and the normal mortality 
rate inflicted by such natural 
enemies as falcons, hawks 
and sea eagles. 

Conservation Steps 

The government announ¬ 
ced a series of conservation 
measures. 

Regular naval patrols of 
the tiny islands of the Mergui 
Archipelago have been estab¬ 
lished to keep local and for¬ 
eign poachers away. 

Game wardens began a sys¬ 
tematic program to cut down 
the population of the hawks 
and falcons by destroying 
their nests and chopping down 
favorite nesting trees. 

The swifts themselves work 
on self-preservation. 

Almost instinctively they 
seem to know that their nests 
are valuable and vulnerable 
and so build them in the most 
difficult places to reach. 

The two by three-inch nests 
hang from the roofs of caves. 
Commercial collectors must 
take considerable risk to 
reach them by scaling bam¬ 
boo scaffolding and by climb¬ 
ing down ropes with crude 
mountaineering equipment. 

Burma hopes the strict new 
regulations and conservation 
measures will insure that 
neither the soup kettle nor 
the flow of bird’s nest money 
dry up.

Says Woman, 103 

MENA, Ark. (UPI) — Wo- 
men often are rather hesitant 
to reveal their ages, but an 
exception is Mrs. Mary Bittle- 
brun a woman with reason to 
be forthright. 

“Aunt Mary,” as she Is 
known in the nursing home 
where she lives, is 103 years 
old. She was born four weeks 
before Abraham Lincoln was 
assassinated in 1864. 

Aunt Mary’s power of recall 
is vivid and she is exception 
allyally active physically, but 
she has no theory on why her 
longevity. 

“It’s just the Lord’s will,” 
she says. ‘I’ve had worries 
but I dont worry too long.” 

Aunt Mary says she has 
never used tobacco or alcohol, 
but she doesn’t claim her ab¬ 
stinence contributed signifi¬ 
cantly to her long life. Nor 
she says, did the fact she did 
not marry until she was 42. 
She was a teacher in South 
Dakota at the time of her 
marriage. Her husband died 
in 1954 at the age of 96. 

Mrs. Bittlebrun can recall 
with ease events of 80 or 90 
years ago, but prefers to de 
vote her attention to current 
events. Much of her time is 
spent reading and watching 
television. She does not wear 
glasses. 

“She doesn’t live in the past 
like a lot of them do,” ex¬ 
plained Mrs. Leotha Stand- 
ridge, a nurse. “She can walk 
from one end of the building 
to the other and it’s a block 
long.” 

Aunt Mary goes regularly to 
her Catholic church about a 
block from the nursing home. 
It is easy walking distance. 

She also makes quilts and 
visits other patients in the 
home. She threads needles 
without help. One of her 
quilts won a prize last fall in 
the Polk County Fair. 

Aunt Mary lives in the Lei¬ 
sure Lodge Nursing Home in 
Mena. The Arkansas Welfare 
Department says she is the 
oldest person it supports in a 
nursing home.

Pension Raises For Some 
Employees Due This Wk. 


Newton city employees who 
retired before Dec. 31, 1964, 
got a raise in their pension 
checks this week. A total of 
$16,645 was disbursed, reflect¬ 
ing cost-of-living increases as 
determined by the consumer 
price index. 

Mayor Monte G. Basbas said 
th city is one of the first com¬ 
munities to comply with re¬ 
cent legislation that granted 
the increases to city workers 
pensioned before Dec. 1, 1964. 
The checks were sent out from 
the Retirement Board. 

The increases will be paid 
semi-annually, on June 30 and 
Dec. 31 until 1970, when they 
are added to the regular 
monthly checks. Director of Fi¬ 


nance Arthur R. Maher said 
that the increases will be paid 
on a semiannual basis until 
1970, with one-third of the in¬ 
crease going out in 1967, two- 
thirds in 1968, and the full 
amount in 1969. By 1970, pen 
sioners will be getting the full 
increase on a'monthly basis. 

Maher said the legislation 
was passed in that manner, 
and is similar to wage hikes 
given over a three-year period. 

In 1968, Newton will be 
paying out about $66,000 and 
about $100,000 in increases in 
1969. 

Retirement Board officials 
said that 401 checks were mail¬ 
ed Tuesday, the highest of 
which was $208. 


Stamp-Lick’ g 
Began In U.S. 
120 Yrs. Ago

> NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
next time you lick a stamp 
and siap it on a love letter, or 
1 bill, ot business correspond¬ 
ence, or what have you, it 
might be of some interest to 
know that people have been 
doing that for 120 years. 

The first U.S. government 
postage stamps were issued 
back in 1847, which makes 
them the fifth oldest issues in 
j the wrrid. 

Before the advent of suen 
adhesive stamps, postmasters 
simply wrote “paid” plus the 
1 town and date on the envelope 
in pen and ink or by hand 
stamp. After 1843 special 
local stamps called Post¬ 
masters’ Provisionals were 
used. These are now among 
the rarities of the stamp 
world, valued at anywhere 
frorr $8,500 to $16,500. 

The two 1847 issues, which 
superseded these provisionals, 
depicted Ben Franklin, on a 
! red brown five-cent stamp, 
and George Washington, 10 
cents black. The former now 
is priced at about $150, while 
the latter is put at $600 by 
Scott’s Standard Postage 
Stamp Catalogue. 

Although stamps were first 
issued 130 years ago, they ac¬ 
tually were not obligatory un¬ 
til nine years later. 

According to the U.S. Post 
Office; “Mailings without 
stamps affixed continued to 
be legal until prepayment of 
postage by stamps of gov¬ 
ernmental issue was made 
obligati ry on Jan. 1, 1856.” 

From 1851-60, Washington 
and Fianklin were still the 
favorite stamp subjects, with 
Jefferscn the only new face 
added. The value of those 
issues have skyrocketed. A 
blue Franklin one-cent stamp 
dating from 1851-56 can bring 
about $9,000 mint (unused). 
The rest are in the hundreds- 
of-dollars brackets. 

Jackson and Lincoln’s por¬ 
traits were added in 1861-66 
issues. On all historical 
figures portrayed on U.S. 
stamps, Washington, Frank¬ 
lin and Lincoln have appear¬ 
ed the most. 

Shortly after the Civil War 
erupted, the government 
printed six new stamps in 
order to render all current 
issues useless to the Con¬ 
federacy. One, an 1861 black 
12 cents with a Washington 
portrait, now has a $15,000 
price tag. 

Stamps were printed by the 
American, National, and Con-

Four Categories 

U.S. stamps fall into four 
general categories: regular 
stamps, memorial stamps, 
airmail and commemoratives 
honoring some event or per¬ 
sons associated with U. S. 
development. 

Tl*e first commemorative 
issue was the 1893 Columbian 
Exposition set of 16. Being 
the first of its kind and also 
now 74 years old, its worth 
is from $650 to $875. 

The first airmail stamp 
came out in 1918 but the most 
valuable air issue was a 1930 
set of three featuring the 
Graf Zeppelin. Used, this is 
worth $300; if mint, it carries 
a $475 price tag. 

These valuable U.S. stamps, 
however, are dwarfed in com¬ 
parison with some rare for¬ 
eign issues, the rarest being 
a one cent magenta-colored 
British Guinea 1856 issue. 
Originally used as postage on 
newspapers, this scarce item 
has the fantastic value of 
$50,000. And Europe’s hard- 
est-to-lind stamp, 8n 1855 
issue tiom Sweden, goes for 
$ 20 , 000 .

The cause of it all will un¬ 
doubtedly be a member of 
the tribe Scomber Scombrus, 
the Atlantic Mackerel, a tiny, 
beautifully marked torpedo 
who fill* Plum Island boats 
with a special brand of fisher¬ 
men every day from early 
|June to late October. 

Mackerel fishing at Plum 
can be hectic, to say the 
least. When a school of fish 
passes beneath the boat, it 
isn’t unusual for almost ev¬ 
eryone aboard to be playing 
fish ai the same time. Reel 
drags screech, lines inva 
riably tangle, faces and cloth¬ 
es a*e slapped and beslim- 
ed by flying Mackerel, and 
everything turns white with 
tiny scales. 

Occasionally there is the 
sickenmg snap of a parting 
line, and the loss of lure as 
well as fish. Tying on a new 
jig at times like these isn’t 
made easier by shaking 
fingers, and often by the time 
the job is complete the fish 
have disappeared.

Armv Engineers 
Predict Ebb Of 
Great Eakes 

Bv SANDRA WEST 

DETROIT (UPI) — Every 
week the Corps of Engineers 
confidently fells the world it 
knows what will happen in the 
Great Lakes for the coming 
30 days—down to the inch. 

The report with its precise 
predictions of rises and falls 
in the world’s largest body of 
fresh water elicits visions of 
little green frogmen prowl¬ 
ing the lake bottoms with 
slide rules, muttering bub¬ 
bled numerals. 

But that’s not the way it 
works. In fact the whole thing 
is more like a weather fore¬ 
cast, according to Edmond 
Mufenar of the Lake Sur¬ 
vey’s Detroit office where 
the predictions are made. 

Mugenan said the Lakes 
Survey District makes a one- 
month forecast and forecasts

The one-month forecast is 
made Ihrough the use of 30- 
day precipitation estimates 
provided by the U. S. Weath¬ 
er Bureau in Washington, Mu- 
gerian said. 

“The Weather Bureau tells 
us how much precipitation to 
expect within a month,” he 
explained. “We use this infor¬ 
mation to determine how high 
or how low the lake water 
wi 1 ! go within the month.” 

Mugerian said the one- 
month forecast is usually ac¬ 
curate to within one-tenth of 
one foot. 

More Complicated 

The Lake survey district 
utilizes a more complicated 
method of determining lake 
levels two to six months 
ahpad, Mugerian said. 

First of all theh Weather 
Bureau's 30-day precipitation 
forecast is used to determine 
whether precipitation has 
been normal, above normal 
or below normal for a given 
period. 

Mugerian said this precipi 
tation level is given a numer¬ 
ical value and is fed, along 
with ether trend figures, into 
a mathematical model or 
computer. 

“W thin a matter of min¬ 
utes we have a two through 
six month .lake level .fore¬ 
cast,” Mugerian said. “Th® 
system is amazingly accu¬ 
rate. Errors for the period 
usually range from three- 
tenths to four-tenths of one 
foot off.” 

The actual levels of the 
Great Lakes are measured by 
water level gauges placed 
throughout the lakes. Under 
extreme circumstances, ther® 
may be large errors made by 
the Lake Survey District, Mu¬ 
gerian said, but these ar® 
rare. 

Mugerian said freighter® 
which use the Great Lake® 
during the shipping season— 
normally from the first of 
April until mid-December— 
count on the survey district’® 
reports to be accurate. 

“We have made use of bet¬ 
ter techniques, more advanc¬ 
ed computers and other mor® 
modern methods of determin¬ 
ing lake levels in the past 
three years,” Mugerian said. 
“As a result, we have cut er¬ 
rors considerably.”

“Not by bread alone doth rnan live” may be very 
well a verity, but one woukl not consider it an eternal 
one around here, believe me. I don’t know how the hip¬ 
pies manage to be able to give pieces of their loaves 
away as an act of goodwill. They must have a secret of 
which I’m unaware. Or else enormous deep freezes, fill¬ 
ed with nothing but bread. All I know is that I’m al¬ 
ways down to the last heel. 

It didn’t used to be this way at all. I can recall, 
and it does seem like the proverbial “only yester¬ 
day,” when one loaf would spoil before it was used 
up, say about ten days. That bygone era. of course, 
was when there were just two of us, and we had 
one piece of toast each morning. Some mornings, 
perhaps, we had doughnuts instead, which account¬ 
ed for the waster leftovers. We used to he able to 
feed birds with it. Or, even more reckless, use 
hardened crusts for croutons in a salad. 

Not any more. Happiness now is having an extra 
loaf in the freezer, only it usually isn’t there when I 
look. Even though I know’ I just put a spare in there the 
day before, come sandwich time and I’m spreading 
those heels again. I can’t quite figure it out. 

The thing the really gripes me is that the 
loaves are getting bigger. Presumably. You know, 
they used to he all the same size. Then they came 
out with sandwich loaves which had a few extra 
slices. Then family size. Then jumbo pound-anri-a- 
half loaves. Then two-pounders. Pm up to those 
now. They last a half day if I’m lucky. 

I guess it’s because there’s a strong affinity be¬ 
tween youngsters and bread. French toast is a fantastic 
favorite breakfast. But when the French toast is finish¬ 
ed, they want toast toast, with jelly. Sandwiches and 
lunch are synonymous. Toast sticks, or at least bread 
fingers, are requisite accompaniments for dinner. 

Thus, should there be any fragments, any¬ 
thing approaching a half a loaf, not only is it bet¬ 
ter than none, it’s downright precious. Save the 
bread, at least until I can get to the store con¬ 
veniently, is the watchword. Give the birds sun¬ 
flower seeds, even S. S. Pierce ones. I’ll gladly hang 
heaters around in muffin hatter before breakfast, 
just so I might make it through lunch on the five 
and a half slices still left. 

I am no longer interested in casserole recipes using 
slices of bread in the bottom. Spare me any urging to 
try a new w’av of making bread pudding. Croutons are 
out. Ditto for bread crumb toppings. I really think 
Marie Antoinette had something when she suggested 
her immortal substitute. But did anyone ever try to 
make a peanut butter ami jelly sandwich using slices 
of cake?

ing to the spokesman. 

When asked about the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the get-togeth¬ 
ers, Mrs. Johnson replied that 
she is encouraged by what 
she has seen. People have 
gone away more concerned 
about the war and more re¬ 
sponsive to new ideas and in¬ 
formation. It is still too early 
to estimate the overall effect 
of the program, hut judging 
from individual cases this 
seems to be a good way f° r 
people to get together and 
share their worries and their 
hopes. 

Mrs. Johnson points out that 
Vietnam Summer is an ex¬ 
periment in basic, grass¬ 
roots American democracy. 
Its first principle is that an 
informed citizenry is essen¬ 
tial to the democratic way of 
life. The second principle of 
democracy i s that political 
power lies in the hands of 
the informed and concerned 
citizen if he joins with his 
neighbors to organize and 
act. Both of these fundamen¬ 
tal principles of American 
Democracy are acted upon 
every week at the Thursday 
night discussion meetings.

Trial Of Voting Machines 
For This City Is Approved 


In an effort to pave the way 
for the use of electronic vot¬ 
ing machines in Newton’s 
November municipal election, 
the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night accepted a sub¬ 
committee report recommend¬ 
ing trial of the machines. 

Alderman Paul J. Burke, 
chairman of the sub-commit¬ 
tee set up to investigate the 
machines, said that the State 
Legislature is expected to 
pass a bill allowing the use of 
the machines in the very near 
future. 

The Aldermen would have to 
approve the machines 60 days 
before the election, he said, 
according to the terms of the 
bill. 

Two companies have sub¬ 
mitted estimates for setting 
up the machines in Newton, 
and Boston College has 
agreed to let the city use its 
computer to count the ballots, 
Burke said. 

The only cost to the city 
for use of the computer would 
be the salary of the operator 
on election night. 

Burke argued that the city 
would save $5,000 in salaries 


now paid to ballot counters. 

The board, in unanimously 
approving the sub-committee 
report, urged Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas to take the necessary 
steps in requesting an ap¬ 
propriation for the machines 
before the next meeting of the 
Aldermen so that the 60 day 
approval requirement will be 
met. 

The Aldermen’s action 
would naturally hinge on the 
passage of a bill by the State 
Legislature. As of this date 
the bill has passed the House 
of Representatives and is in 
its third reading before the 
Senate.

GI'S, north viets in furious jungle battle 

U. S. CAVALRYMTN airlifted into a remote Communist 
valley stronghold yesterday fought a furious daylong battle 
with North Vietnamese regular troops who struck back with 
heavy fire from a network of tunnels and bunkers and shot 
down at least three American helicopters. At least six Ameri¬ 
cans were killed and 22 wounded by the North Vietnamese 
force, primed and waiting for the assault.

TITO REPORTED ON MIDEAST PEACE MISSION 

ISRAELI POLICE arrested two prominent Moslems In 
raids yesterday in the former Jordanian sector of Jerusalem, 
and authorities invoked strong security measures against 
the threat of civil disobedience in occupied Arab territory. 
The crackdown came amid reports that Yugoslav President 
Tito was flying in to Cairo today to discuss a compromise 
peace plan with UAR President Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

Tito w f as said to be concerned that the tough position 
taken by Arab extremists could touch off another war in 
the Middle East. Belgrade and Cairo said Tito had served 
recently as a sort of middle man in a three-cornered ex¬ 
change of views between Washington, Cairo and Belgrade. 

HEAVY GUNFIRE ECHOES IN NIGERIAN CAPITAL 

HEAVY GUNFIRE WAS HEARD in Lagos, capital of re¬ 
volt-torn Nigeria, last night, leading to fears the city was 
under air attack by planes from the rebellious eastern region. 
There was no official announcement of any air raid, however. 

The gunfire in Lagos coincided with reliable reports that the 
Eastern Region had launched an offensive against the federal 
government, capturing the important city of Benin. Informed 
sources said Eastern troops had driven outside of their own 
borders for the first time in the five week old civil war. 

£X RED CHINESE OFFICIAL DEFECTS TO FORMOSA 

A FORMER RED CHINESE official who played a leading 
role in mapping anti-British riots sweeping Hong Kong has 
defected to Nationalist China, it was disclosed yesterday. The 
former official, who suddenly popped up in Taipei, Formosa, 
told newsmen he believed the leftist riots on Hong Kong will 
gradually taper off because they do not have the full support 
of the Peking regime. 

The disclosure of the defection came amid a new burst of 
terrorist bombings in the colony that injured at least seven 
persons, including the first European to be injured by a bomb 
since violence erupted three months ago.

DETROIT PROBES RIOT ‘MURDER' BY POLICE 

DETROIT POLICE said yesterday they are investigating 
n report that policemen shot and killed a Negro youth during 
last month’s riot despite his cries for mercy. Persons who 
said they saw the shooting alleged that William N. Dalton, 
19. was arrested for curfew violation and then goaded in*o 
making a break for It, the Detroit News said. He was 
dropped by a rain of bullets when he tried to hurdle a fence, 
they told the News. 

One person said he heard police tell Dalton they’d count to 
10 and the captive should “run or you’ll be laying.’’ Mrs. 
Alvert Jones said she and three other witnesses saw Dalton 
run on orders of a policeman, the newspaper reported. She 
aaid he was promptly gunned down by a shotgun blast from 
the officer as he fled along a building wall and vaulted over 
the hood of a car. 

'I POCKETED THE CASH,’ SAYS N.Y. CONGRESSMAN 

REP. THADDEUS J. DULSKI, chairman of the House 
Post Office and Civil Service Committee, said yesterday he 
pocketed about $11,000 raised at a 1965 testimonial dinner 
In his behalf. He said “it was meant as a personal tribute,” 
not as a campaign contribution. 

“We gladly accepted the money to help defray the extra 
personal burdens a Congressman must meet,” the New York 
Democrat said in a statement. “I have done nothing wrong. 
I was honest. I have no skeletons in my closet” Dulski re¬ 
sponded to a published report in the Wall Street Journal 
that leaders of postal unions and mail lobbyists were among 
400 persons who attended the $50-a-plate dinner Sept. 9, 
1965, in his home city of Buffalo. 

STRONGEST DENVER QUAKE CAUSES WIDE DAMAGE 

THE WORST EARTHQUAKE in Denver’s history, esti¬ 
mated up to five times as strong as any previous tremor and 
nearly reaching major proportions, knocked bricks out of 
chimneys, cracked walls and shook a wide area around the 
city yesterday. Police and fire departments in the' five-county 
Denver area reported widespread minor damage from the 
quake, but there were no reports of injuries. 

Mrs. Ruth Simon, research associate at the Colorado 
School of Mines Geophysics Department in Golden, Colo., 
said the needle on the school’s seismograph was knocked off 
the scale. The largest quake recorded before Wednesday 
measured as high as 5.5 on the 10 -point Richter Scale. That 
shock came on April 10, 1967, and was felt as far as 120 miles 
away. 

LOBSTERMAN WILL AUCTION OFF ‘SEA MONSTER’ 

A MAINE LOBSTERMAN yesterday packed away the 
remains of a “sea monster” which has puzzled scientists 
and intrigued tourists. Richard Gagne, 24. said he had de¬ 
cided to keep the skeletal remnants he discovered Monday 
at the Saco River Breakwater while trying to retrieve miss¬ 
ing lobster traps. 

Hundreds of tourists visited this fishing town to see 
the skeleton before Gagne wrapped it in cellophane and 
placed it in a plywood box containing a blend of formalde¬ 
hyde and sea water. Gagne said he was interested in selling 
the skeleton for study by scientists. He said he has re¬ 
ceived several offers but had not yet decided on a price

Amendments Needed 

There is a bill currently in the legislative hopper 
which is potentially disruptive to Massachusetts com¬ 
panies doing business in interstate commerce. It is 
presently in the Senate Ways and Means Committee 
after passing the House. 

In essence, the bill would incorporate the entire 
Federal Trade Commission law and policy into state 
law. In addition to that, it would permit the Attorney 
General and the state courts to make their own judge¬ 
ments about what constitutes unfair or deceptive trade 
methods and practices in both interstate and intrastate 
commerce despite the regulatory policy of the Federal 
Trade Commission over the same interstate activity, 

The bill outlaws in general terms all forms of un¬ 
fair methods of competition and unfair or deceptive 
trade practices. Any and all “unfair methods of com¬ 
petition and unfair or deceptive acts or practices in 
the conduct of any trade or commerce” are declaret 
to be unlawful. No specific methods, acts or practice.- 
are proscribed. 

It covers virtually all kinds of commercial activ¬ 
ity. It would include, but not be limited to, the gamut 
of advertising, sales and marketing practices, referral 
selling, product claims, mergers, acquisitions, pricing 
practices, price-fixing conspiracies, ami competitive 
practices. 

The bill—H. 5025—gives the state complete power 
to regulate both interstate and intrastate economic ac¬ 
tivity. Its powers are so broad that the Attorney Gen- 
eral and state courts could go beyond federal trade 
policy in regulating interstate business. Massachu¬ 
setts, in effect, could become “the tail that wags the 
national dog.” 

We feel, and so does The Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts, that the Federal Trade Commission, 
not the individual states, has the function of setting 
standards for interstate business operations. The 
dominant purpose of the Federal Trade Commission 
has always been to offer definite advice, guidance and 
information to American business by establishing uni¬ 
form national guidelines in the regulation of inter¬ 
state trade. 

The Commission has the responsibility for decid¬ 
ing what methods, acts and practices are illegal, as 
each might develop or change in a growing and com¬ 
plex national economy. It has developed a continuity 
and consequent expertness in performing this function. 
The federal courts, who are the final arbiters of com¬ 
mission policy, have always given great weight to this 
expertise in reviewing its findings and recommenda¬ 
tions. 

We believe that in the light of these facts, it is 
neither necessary nor wise to allow the Massachusetts 
Attorney General or Superior Court, that do not have 
this continuity and expertise, to supervise the inter¬ 
state grade practices of Massachusetts companies. 

Giving Massachusetts virtual complete authority 
to establish the maximum level of regulation beyond 
the federal law for interstate trade practices could 
easily isolate the marketing and trade practices of Bay 
State companies from the rest of the country. It would 
thwart the vitality and drive of business in Massachu¬ 
setts which is essentially an exporting state. 

The Associated Industries of Massachusetts be¬ 
lieves, and we agree, that the bill should be amended 
so as to plainly align state policy with federal policy 
in the regulation of trade practices of interstate busi¬ 
ness operations that are substantially involved in in¬ 
terstate commerce and are subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Federal Trade Commission. This would allow 
the Commonwealth to develop its own trade policy in 
any manner it chooses for intrastate operations. 

It would also allow for a guarded degree of State 
regulation of interstate activity, otherwise subject to 
federal law, for matters that are primarily occurring 
within Massachusetts and/or which present a clear 
need for state action but over which the FTC cannot 
tawe proper action because of its limited resources 
and the application of its administrative priorities. 
This latter would eliminate any so-called “no man’s 
land” or regulation. 

This could be accomplished first by providing that 
any person who is subject to and complies with exist¬ 
ing FTC standards would not be subject to the pro¬ 
posed law'. Then, it could also be provided that with 
respect to any interstate trade practice complained of, 
primarily occurring within Massachusetts or one that 
peculiarly requires state action, the FTC would have 
to give its written consent to the state authorities 
before they could act on it. 

We believe this approach would allow' for a rea¬ 
sonable, sensible and balanced division of state and 
federal regulation of trade.

This is the dilemma confronting many people 
who deplore the war in Vietnam. They don’t under¬ 
stand how we got so deeply involved in the war. 
And they don’t see how we can get out of it with¬ 
out casting aside our commitments and doing harm 
to our national integrity. 

Yet, we are faced with the prospect of fighting a 
seemingly endless war which promises to continue 
taking a heavy toll of American lives while placing a 
financial drain on our nation which hampers it in meet¬ 
ing its own critical domestic needs. 

The problem might be presented in even simpler 
terms than Collins phrased it. 

If General Gavin can show how we could withdraw 
our forces from Vietnam and at the same time maintain 
our national honor, he would be performing a great 
public service. If he cannot, is he advocating a gradual 
withdrawal at the expense of our national integrity. 

This omits the additional point raised by Collins 
as to how we could achieve our objectives in Vietnam 
and do what Gavin says we should do. 

Some observers believe the coming elections 
in Vietnam may provide the opening for a with¬ 
drawal of our troops.

Discusses Riots 

Editor of The Graphic: 

The article appearing in the 
July 284h issue of the Newton 
Graphic regarding the recent 
racial outbreaks in this na¬ 
tion has greatly disturbed me. 

The disorders of the past 
few weeks can be directly 
related to the reluctance of 
peopie in positions of political 
power to appropriate neces¬ 
sary funds to ameliorate the 
intolerable conditions faced 
by the residents of urban 
ghettos. The white majority 
in this nation gave tacit ap¬ 
proval to their representa¬ 
tives for their inaction in 
these areas. 

The Negro leadership which 
still attempted communica¬ 
tion with the power structure 
had utilized all of their 
limited influence by inform¬ 
ing people in responsible posi¬ 
tions on local, state and 
federal levels of the frustra¬ 
tions that were generating 
within the ghettos. Specific 
recommendations were made 
for attacking the root causes 
of difoontent e.g. A.P. Ran¬ 
dolph's Freedom Budget. 

A nation which commits its 
economic resources for space 
exploration and war while in¬ 
creasing percentage of its 
black citizens are without jobs 
and literally starving to death 
is charting a course toward 
national catastrophe. 

A newspaper which reacts 
to the expressions of aliena¬ 
tion sr.d frustration without 
calling attention to the causes 
of tms behavior is not, in my 
opinion, serving the public 
interest.

Girl Cyclists 
Due In Court 

Members of the alleged 
“Devils Disciples” motorcycle 
gang from Massachusetts 
W’ere scheduled to go on trial 
in Cohoes, N.Y., tomorrow on 
charges of possession of mari¬ 
juana. 

The group includes Lucille 
M. Asselin, 18, and Edith De- 
Vincenzi, 25, both of Newton. 

Others are Jack Rivera, 18, 
of Boston, Frederick Williams, 
24, of Auburn, a Lowell youth 
and a Billerica man. 

Altogether, eight were 
charged with possession of 
marijuana and, in addition, the 
Billerica man was further ac¬ 
cused of carrying a dangerous 
weapon. 

The eight were arrested 
June 30 after suburban Water¬ 
ford police told Cohoes authori¬ 
ties a black hearse with Rhode 
Island plates pulled away from 
a tavern loaded with guns. 

When police stopped the ve¬ 
hicle they discovered a quanti¬ 
ty of marijuana and several 
knives and lengths of motor¬ 
cycle chain. 


If the elections prove a farce 
—if Vietnam remains a dicta¬ 
torship and does not become a 
democracy—they feel we could 
pull out our forces without 
dragging our national honor in 
the dust. 

They reason that we would 
he justified in taking the posi¬ 
tion that we will not continue 
spending thousands of Ameri¬ 
can lives and billions of 
American dollars to maintain 
a dictatorship in South Viet¬ 
nam. 

On the other hand, they feel 
we would have little alterna¬ 
tive hut to honor our commit¬ 
ments in Vietnam and stay 
there and fight if truly demo¬ 
cratic elections are held there 
next month and that war-rav¬ 
aged country becomes a dem¬ 
ocracy. 

Many scholars of govern¬ 
ment , incidentally, have great 
doubts that Vietnam ever will 
be a democracy in the real 
sense of the word. 

State Senate President Maur¬ 
ice A. Donahue's reaction to 
the resignation of General 
Ga\in left the impression that 
Donahue feels Harvard Pro¬ 
fessor John Kenneth Galbraith 
also should resign from the 
Democratic Advisory Council. 

“If they do not support the 
President, they have an obliga¬ 
tion to say so. and, as far as I 
am concerned, thev ought to 
resign,” declared Donahue in 
referring to Gavin. 

Galbraith has made plain his 
strong objection to our involve¬ 
ment in the Vietnamese war. 
But he does not intend to re¬ 
sign from the Democratic Ad¬ 
visory Council because he 
thinks he can work more ef¬ 
fectively within the Democratic 
party to get across his ideas on 
Vietnam. 

Few Democrats on Beacon 
Hill expressed any regret at the 
resignation of General Gavin 
from the party’s Ad\isory 
Council. They’re probably 
more upset that Galbraith and 
some of the other Council mem¬ 
bers didn't also quit along with 
Gavin. 

So far there’s little indication 
that the Advisory Council, 
created hv Senator Edward M. 
Kennedv early in the year, has 
made any real impact upon 
the Democratic party.

Race to the Moon vs. 
Crisis in the Cities 

An issue which may arouse 
increased heat and debate is 
whether the crisis in United 
Stales cities or the race to put 
a man on the moon should he 
given priority if prosecution of 
the war in Vietnam makes it 
impossible to provide adequate 
funds for both. 

Mavor Collins has taken the 
stand that priority should he 
given to the urban crisis.

His argument may draw loud 
dissent from those who think 
in terms of the world prestige 
involved in the race to the 
moon. 

Yet, Collins made a strong 
point when he insisted that the 
crises of the cities, with their 
poverty and their ghettos, must 
he met and met right away and 
that if we can't cope with our 
own domestic problems and at 
the same time continue our 
raan-on-the-moon project, we 
should cut down on the latter 
undertaking. 

Indications are that a majori¬ 
ty of the members of Congress 
do not agree with Collins , how¬ 
ever sound and solid his argu¬ 
ments may be. 

The present mood of Con¬ 
gress, angered by the recent 
wave of racial riots, is to enact 
a tough anti-riot law but to 
delay appropriation of funds 
needed for a massi\e assault 
upon slum conditions. 

This has drawn sharp pro¬ 
tests from liberal Senators such 
as Ted Kennedy and Edward 
W. Brooke, who agree with 
Collins and see the need for 
huge expenditures of money in 
eities where they feel poverty 
breeds despair. 

But the cold fact is that the 
Negro riots in cities across the 
nation ha\e hardened and in¬ 
creased opposition in Congress 
to almost all phases of Presi¬ 
dent Johnson's war on poverty. 

The voices raised by the Col¬ 
linses, kennedys and Brookes, 
who deplore the violence and 
lawlessness hut who call for 
stepped-up efforts to improve 
conditions in the slums, now 
appear to he in a decided 
minority. 

The rioting , violence, snip¬ 
ing, looting and arson have 
enabled many members of Con¬ 
gress to argue that the answer 
is in stern discipline and jus- 
tice, not in the appropriation 
of tremendous sums of money. 

This is hut one instance of 
the tragic harm the riots ha\e 
done to the cause of those who 
live in poverty and for whose 
aid federal monies are needed. 
And the halkv Congressmen, 
who have been slashing funds 
sought for poverty programs 
undoubtedly reflect the temper 
of their constituents. 


Boston’* Mayor Rare 
Stirs Outside Interest 

Persons in cities and towns 
outside of Boston are manifest¬ 
ing tremendous interest in the 
battle being waged to succeed 
John E. Collins as Mayor of 
the capital city for the next 
four years. 

That may he due in part to 
the fart that Collins is volun- 
tarilv stepping down to accept 
a professorship at Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology. 
Some of the personalities and 
issues involved in the many-sid¬ 
ed contest also have piqued the 
curiosity of people w ho neither 
live nor vote in Boston. 

Whatever the reason, letters 
have flooded in on this writer 
asking how’ the Hub’s mayoral- 
tv race shapes up, what can¬ 
didate looms as the likely win¬ 
ner in November, which two 
contenders will qualify in the 
September preliminary elec¬ 
tion, whether School Commit- 
teewoman Louise Day Hicks hag 
any chance of becoming Bos¬ 
ton's first woman Mayor, and 
a number of other questions. 

ICs impossible at this point 
to make any reliable forecast 
as to which candidates for 
Mayor will finish first and sec¬ 
ond in Bostons preliminary 
election Sept. 26 and thus gain 
the right to contest against 
each other in the final Novem¬ 
ber election. 

This is a fight which will he 
won and lost in the three-week 
period between Labor Day and 
Primary Day. 

Because of the number of 
candidates in the field and the 
midsummer apathy of the vot¬ 
ers it is virtually impossible to 
pinpoint how the race stands 
at the present time.

And even if it were possible 
to do so, the complexion of th* 
battle could change in Septem¬ 
ber. 

One candidate may make a 
major impact upon the voters 
when public attention is cen¬ 
tered on the contest and finish 
with a strong surge. 

Another may make a critical 
mistake or falter at a crucial 
stage in the race. These thing* 
happen in political campaigns. 

With a large field of con¬ 
tenders, a total of 2o,000 vote* 
should he enough to win * 
qualifying place in the Septem¬ 
ber preliminary election. 

On the basis of their show¬ 
ing in past election contests 
several mayoralty aspirants 
should be able to poll 25,000 
votes in this fight. 

But there just won't be 
enough votes to go around, and 
some of them must fall below 
that total when the returns are 
tabulated. 

In response to the questions 
concerning Mrs. Hicks, she 
does have a chance of becom¬ 
ing Bostons first woman mayor. 

Political observers consider 
that she is in the thick of th* 
fight for one of the two quali¬ 
fying top spots in the Septem¬ 
ber preliminary. 

The withdrawal of City 
Council President Barry T. 
Hynes from the mayoralty bat¬ 
tle has altered the splilup of 
the vote and aided some of tha 
candidates remaining in the 
field. 

An immediate beneficiary , of 
course, was City Councillor 
Peter F. Hines of W est Rox- 
bury who uas being hurt be¬ 
cause of the similarity of his 
name with that of Barry Hynes, 

Others who should receive 
some votes which otherwise 
would have gone to Hynes in¬ 
clude former Development Ad¬ 
ministrator Edward J. Logue, 
Secretary of State Kevin H. 
\\ hitr. State Senator Stephen 
C. Davenport and possibly 
Sc hool Committeeman John J. 
McDonough who may pick up 
some votes in the Ward 17 
section of Dorchester which 
Hynes would have drawn. 

Should Council President 
Hvnes and his popular father, 
former Mayor John B. Hynes, 
publicly endorse and support 
one of the candidates in the 
mayoralty field, it would, of 
course, have a much greater ef¬ 
fect than his simple withdrawal.

Cost Of Going 
To College Is 
Still Climbing

NEW YORK (UPI)—Going 
up, up, up—that's the direc¬ 
tion of the cost of going to 
college. 

But staggering as costs are 
becoming, a college education 
is possible for promising chil¬ 
dren from middle income fam¬ 
ilies, if there is sufficient de¬ 
termination and advance plan¬ 
ning. But is the education 
worth the thousands it will 
cost? 

Yes, say the experts. As one 
writer on consumer matters 
puts It, “College graduates 
earn, on the average, 65 per 
cent more than high school 
graduates and the salary gap 
is widening. At least some ed¬ 
ucation beyond high school has 
become necessary for almost 
any kind of job with a future. 

“Now knowledge, not manual 
skill, is workers main re¬ 
source . . 

The WTiter is Sidney Margo- 
lius, whose “Paying for a Col 
lege Education,” is published 
by the Public Affairs Com¬ 
mittee. 

The committee is a non¬ 
profit educational organization 
founded in 1935. 

Margolius checked costs at 
80 “representative” colleges 
and found that currently, ex¬ 
penses for one year averaged 
$2,700. This included an aver¬ 
aged of $1,200 for tuition and 
fees, $900 for room and board, 
and $600 for books, clothing, 
transportation and incidentals. 

Planning, the earlier the bet¬ 
ter, may determine whether 
your child gets that highly 
prized higher education. Mar¬ 
golius offers this table to show 
that an early start is vital. It 
shows how much you need to 
cent interest to have $5,000 
when a child is 18. 

Starting when he is two 
vears old, $18.60; six years old, 
$27.10; 10 years old, $44.20; 14 
years old, $96. 


VINYL WALLCOVERINGS 
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Margolius pointed out these 
“realities of college financing 

—The growing demand for 
higher education is straining 
the capacities of almost all col¬ 
leges and creating financial 
pressures for them. Already 
about half of all high school 
graduates go on to college, 
but the U.S. Office of Educa¬ 
tion estimates that in the next 
decade the number of college 
students will increase four 
times as fast as the nation’s 
population. 

—Costs are going up at state 
universities and colleges insti¬ 
tutions which “represent the 
best hope for moderate income 
families.” These rising costs 
especially “threaten the college 
prospects of girls, minority 
groups and children of low' in¬ 
come families.’’’ 

—The great American tradi¬ 
tion of working one’s way 
through college “is fast com¬ 
ing a legend. Student earn¬ 
ings are still an important 
source of financing but stu¬ 
dents are finding it more dif¬ 
ficult to carry a heavy outside 
work load because of Increase 
course-work demands.” 

—The number of scholar¬ 
ships is increasing, but not as 
rapidly as enrollments and re¬ 
quests for aid. Amounts are 
less than most parents realize; 
they rarely cover more than 
one fifth of the student’s ex¬ 
penses. 

The publication then goes 
into means of financing college 
educations. There are the cash 
savings accounts in credit 
unions, banks and insured 
savings and loan associations, 
which offer a yield of four or 
five per cent interest with no 
risk of capital. A joint account 
with a youngster will encour¬ 
age him to build for college. 

“Mutual funds and stock in¬ 
vestments may be useful . . . 
but they involve risks.” says 
Margolius. And the so-called 
“educational insurance poli¬ 
cies” are endowment policies 
under another name he adds, 
and “are not normally the best 
way to save for education.’” 

Although scholarships are 
neither plentiful nor large, 
“moderate income families 
should canvass this source... 
thoroughly” he continues. Col¬ 
leges usually consider a stu¬ 
dent's need as well as his aca¬ 
demic promise in granting

Many colleges 
use the College Scholarship |

In the CSS system, the 
parents fill out the Parents’ j 
Confidential Statement, avail¬ 
able from high schools or from j 
CSS, Box 176, Princeton, N.J.,j 
or Box 1025, Berkeley, Calif, j 

Margolius points out that 
most states now provide fi¬ 
nancial assistance, either as 
general scholarships or grants 
earmarked for specific fields 
of study. Recently enacted fed¬ 
eral awards are designed es¬ 
pecially to help students from 
low income families. And, there 
are many local scholarships, 
awarded by community organi¬ 
zations such as PTA, fratern-1 
al socities, business groups 
and trade unions. 

Other fund sources include; 
industrial grants for students 
interested in a particular in¬ 
dustry; federal goverment aid 
to children of deceased or dis-1 
abled veterans; merit scholar- j 
ships, based on high scores on I 
senior high school tests; and 
college loans. 

Margolius points out another j 
way out to cut educational 
costs use of the “sleep at 
home” colleges. These include 
the municipal colleges in some 
cities and the growing number 
of local campuses of state uni¬ 
versities, junior colleges and 
two-year technical institutes. 

Since board and room usual¬ 
ly account for one third to 
one half the cost of a college 
education, using these local 
facilities represents quite a 
savings. 

“It often may be wiser” 
Margolius says, “to use a local 
college for undergraduate 
study and thus have money 
for possible graduate study.”

On the tour you find many 
students tending the store, 
publishing the Space Gazette 
in two languages and discuss¬ 
ing student learning center 
problems and reviewing dis¬ 
ciplinary cases. 

“This living laboratory,” 
the host says, “is stimulating 
the adult world of the future 
with successs and failure re¬ 
peated as important to the 
learning process.” 

Entering the mathematics 
room you find graph-like in-, 
struction boards replacing 
the old chalkboards. The in-1 
structor uses an electronic I 
pen. 

Looking over a sstudent’s 
shoulder you find the mate¬ 
rial on the board appearing 
at the student console. Some 
students are making are mak¬ 
ing reprints, no doubt for 
their homework. 

The teachers are enthusi¬ 
astic about instant experi¬ 
ence. The host explains:

simple pushing of a button, 
make the stars appear, bring 
forth a world map ... or the 
other side of the moon, cause 
an electron to perform on the 
oscillograph, unfold the life 
span of the oak or the amoeb, 
introduce in pear-life many of 
the great figures in times 
gone by, bring a Satchmo or 
bring a Satchmo or a Bern¬ 
stein to life ... up front for 
recitation.

Food News and Views

Once upon a time a poor 1 
fisherman and his wife lived 
by the sea. One day he got 
an extremely unusual fish on 
the line. The fish offered him 
any three wishes in return for 
his freedom. The fisherman 
let him go. He made his three 
wishes and knew wealth and 
happiness only briefly. His 
greed and lack of foresight 
soon lost him all and he was 
left worse off than before. 
Moral of this tale: He would 
have been wiser to have had 
the fish for dinner. 

The wise homemaker will 
certainly have economical, 
high-protein fish for dinner 
. . . several dinners, because 
the seas have yielded an 
especially abundant catch. 
According to the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture’s 
Consumer and Marketing 
Service, supplies of fresh and 
frozen vitamin and mineral- 
rich fish fillets and steaks 
are plentiful this month. 

Both fish fillets and steaks 
are ready to cook as purchas¬ 
ed. A steak is a cross-section 
sliced from a dressed fish. 
The fillet is the side of the 
fish, cut length-wise away 
from the backbone. Fillets 
are practically boneless. 

Low in fat and carbohy¬ 
drates, fish goes well in a 
low-calorie diet. Fish is an 
excellent food for young chil¬ 
dren and older people be¬ 
cause it is easily digested. 

Do not thaw frozen fisfh 
until ready for cooking. Never 
attempt to refreeze fish. 


When you bake, broil, fry 
or barbecue fish, remember 
it is tender by nature and 
requires little cooking. If 
broiling or baking, baste fre¬ 
quently with melted fat to 
avoid dryness. Fish is “done” 
when it flakes easily when 
tested with a fork. 

The delicate flavor of fish 
can be complemented by any 
of a wide variety of garnish¬ 
es, including lemons or limes, 
pickles, orange slices, hard- 
cooked eggs or nut meats. 
Serve fish with any of sum¬ 
mer’s vegetables — toma¬ 
toes, sweet corn, lima beans, 
cabbage, beets, onions or snap 
beans.

LET, EGG AND OLIVE 
SANDWICH: 

1 lb. fish fillets, fresh or 
frozen 

1 qt. boiling water 
1 tblsp. salt

Vi cup, mayonnaise or salad 
dressing 

1 tblsp. horseradish 
Dash pepper 
Salt

Lemons, Limes Add Eye 
Appeal, Flavor To Dish

Lemons and limes rank 
among a cook’s best friends. 
These brightly colored fruits 
can add eye appeal and dis¬ 
tinctive flavor to any dish. And 
as members of the citrus fruit 
family, both fruits are rich 
sources of Vitamin C. Both are 
also now outstandingly plen¬ 
tiful and reasonably priced. 

Lemons and limes have long 
been used as seasonings, with 
both juice and rinds used to 
impact a tangy flavor. Wedges 
and slices make a tasty com¬ 
plement to just about every 
mealtime course. The piquant 
flavor of lemon and lime acts 
as a toner-upper for vegetables 
and salads, clear soups and 
broths. Lemon and lime rubbed 
or sprinkled on meat and poul¬ 
try will both flavor and ten¬ 
derize them. A twist—or gen- 
erous wedge, if you prefer— 
of lemon or lime enhances the 
taste of fish and seafood, and 
cuts any "Ashy” taste present. 

Beverages served on hot 
July days are refreshingly 
satisfying when made with 
lemons and limes—iced tea, 
lemonade and limeade, espe¬ 
cially. Canned fruit juices and 
drinks and even carbonated 
beverages will take on new 
pleasing flavor accents when a 
slice of lemon or lime is added. 

Here’s what to look for when 
buying lemon and limes. The 
best lemons have a fine-tex¬ 
tured skin and are heavy for 
their size. Those with deeper 
yellow color usually have less 


acid and more juice than 
lighter colored fruit. Firm 
limes, with good green color, 
that are heavy for their size 
are the best. Limes that are 
yellowish in color are less acid. 

Lemons and limes may be 
refrigerated or stored at room 
temperature. For a light and 
delicious summertime dessert, 
try this Lemon or Lime Chif¬ 
fon Pie: 

1 Tblsp. gelatin 
M cup cold water 
3 eggs, separated 
*i cup sugar 

J 2 cup unstrained lemon or 
lime juice 
\ tsp. salt 

Vt tsp. grated lemon or lime 
rind 

Few drops green coloring 
(for lime pie) 

Baked 9-inch pastry shell 
or graham cracker shell 
To prepare: Sprinkle gelatin 
in water and soak for a few 
minutes. Beat egg yolks slight¬ 
ly, add half of sugar and the 
lemon or lime juice and rind. 
Cook over boiling water, stir¬ 
ring constantly until thick. 
Add gelatin to hot mixture; 
stir until dissolved. Add color¬ 
ing for lime pie. Cool until 
thick but not set. Add salt to 
egg whites and heat until stiff. 
Add rest of sugar slowly, beat¬ 
ing constantly. Blend with the 
chilled geatin mixture. Pour 
into a shell and chill until

The administrators also 
were asked—“Who is most in- 
fluent’ai in deciding what reli¬ 
gious activities will be con¬ 
ducted in your district’s 
schot/s?” 

Foitysix percent named 
the school board; 6 percent 
answered individual schools; 
21 percent said principal; 19 
percent said classroom teach¬ 
er; 4 percent said pupils, and 
4 peicent answered “other.” 

Bible reading appears in the 
curriculum of some district* 
when it is studied in litera¬ 
ture classes. In one district, 
however, this practice has 
caused problems. One super¬ 
intendent told Nation’s 
Schools, “We’re in litigation 
over the fact that we teach 
a course called ‘The Bible 
as Literature.’ Wish us luck.” 

Speaking for the 49 percent 
of administrators who stand 
behind the court’s decision, 
an Arizona schoolman em¬ 
phasized that the decision 
“gives us the freedom about 
prayer that we should have.” 

“Religion,” he said, “is not 
a ruled thing from top autho-

Pasteurized process cheese 
food is similar to process 
cheese except that it contains 
less cheese and more non-fat 
dry milk or whey solids and 
water. The moisture content 
is even higher and the milk 
fat lower in process cheese 
spread. 


Molasses nut sauce is deli¬ 
cious on ice cream. Combine 
V 4 cup of butter or margarine, 
Vi cup each of molasses, and 
Vi cup of heavy cream and 1 
tablespoon of sugar in small 
saucepan. Cook over medium 
heat, stirring constantly, until 
mixture reaches boiling point. 
Remove from head and add 
1 teaspoon of vanilla. Cool. 
Chill thoroughly. Makes about 
1 cup.

Last July, steeply mounting 
costs forced the Museum to 
impose a general admission 
charge which the Museum 
waived for one year for organ¬ 
ized school groups pending 
passage of the appropriation, 
the Newton woman said. “Un¬ 
less the appropriation is ap¬ 
proved by the Legislature,;’* 
she went on, “the museum 
will be forced to charge an 
admission fee of all school 
groups beginning September 
1st and to curtail some of its 
current educational services.” 

The Museum is not alone in 
its request for public support. 
Thirty-three states, including 
Massachusetts, now give 
financial aid to museums. 

The Museum of Science re¬ 
ceives $150,000 yearly for its 
educational services and the 
Trailside Museum in Milton 
receives $50,000 annually 
from the Commonwealth. 

The vital educational ser¬ 
vices of the Museum of Fine 
Arts must also have financial 
support if they are to keep 
up with current demands. 
The museum is requesting 
this support from the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

“We are cpnfident the Leg¬ 
islature will recognize the 
value of these free education¬ 
al services for the school 
children of the Common¬ 
wealth and vote to support 
them,” Mrs. Wagenknecht 
said.

Henry K. Shor of 90 High 
Rock Terrace, Chestnut Hill, 
well known civic leader, who 
has been active for years in 
PTA affairs, has announced 
his candidacy for election as 
School Committeeman from 
Ward 8. 

Dr. Way Dong Woo, who 
now serves as the Ward 8 
member on the School Board, 
is not expected to stand for 
another term in the Novem¬ 
ber municipal election. 

“To meet the requirements 
of today’s young people and 
to facilitate the accumulation 
of new information, school 
curricula must be constantly 
reevaluated and upgraded to 
meet students’ needs,” Shor 
declared in announcing his 
candidacy. 

“This means constant in¬ 
novation is necessary al¬ 
though innovation does not 
necessarily mean experimen¬ 
tation,” he said. Information 
about the way the learning 
process comes about is be¬ 
coming increasingly avail¬ 
able. Newton’s School Com¬ 
mittee must be able to infuse 
new ideas and methods into 
the curriculum - - to assure 
a dynamic school system. 

“Newton teachers must be 
insured an academic atmos¬ 
phere which will allow them 
to plan and create the most 
profitable student programs,” 
Shor .continued. “At present, 
the teacher work load in the 
high school is too heavy for 
adequate attention. This lack 
is most acutely felt by the 
‘average’ student. 

“The school administration 
must help develop a program 
allowing teachers adequate 
time during the school day 
for in-service seminars and 
meetings. In addition an op¬ 
portunity for creative person¬ 
al growth must be provided 
for,” he stated. 

“I recommend that the ser¬ 
vice provided by the Newton 
Counselling staff be improv¬ 
ed by lowering the student 
to counsellor ratio. In doing 
this, the counsellors will be 
able to work with students 
when minor problems are 
detected and thus prevent 
more serious ones from de¬ 
veloping,” Shor asserted. 

“An increased counselling 
staff would enable high school 
counselors to give more time 
to students needing guidance 
with plans for after gradua¬ 
tion from the Newton system, 
Shor said. 

“In my opinion, the elemen¬ 
tary school libraries need 
special attention. Some are 
less adequate than others. Un¬ 
fortunately, these facilities 
have been developed by the 
often meagre resources of 
school principals and individ¬ 
ual PTA’s. A central program 
should be undertaken to uni¬ 
formly equip and staff these 
libraries,” he declared. 

“The quality of a commun¬ 
ity is reflected by the educa¬ 
tion it provides. The invest¬ 
ment we make now will de¬ 
termine the future growth 
and value of Newton prop¬ 
erty. A superior public school 
system will keep Newton a 
desirable place to live and 
maintain property values.” 

“As I see it, the School 
Committee must be sensitive 
to the taxpayers burden in 
the community. Because 
Massachusetts ranks 49th in 
the nation in state aid to local 
communities for education, I 
would like to see the Newton 
School Committee lead tne 
rest of the Commonwealth in 
an effort to increase the 
amount the state contributes 
to public schools,” Shor 
stated.

Shor has been active in the 
PTA since 1952, having served 
as Health and Safety Chair¬ 
man, Ways and Means Chair¬ 
man, Program Chairman, 
Vice President and President 
of the Spaulding School PTA. 
He has also been on the Exec¬ 
utive Committee of Meadow- 
brook Junior High School 
PTA. 

He has served two terms as 
President of the Newton PTA

Council, after having been 
Vice President and two-term 
Legislative Chairman of the 
Council. He is still on the 
Executive Board of the PTA 
Council. 

On the Board of Directors 
of the Newton Mental Health 
Association since its incep¬ 
tion, Shor is Chairman of the 
Building Committee and on 
the Executive Committee of 
the group. In addition he is 
on the Board of Directors of 
the Newton Red Cross; a 
member of the Friends of the 
Newton Free Library; on the 
Newton Fair Housing Com¬ 
mittee and is Past Chairman 
of the Newton High School 
Scholarship Fund.

Some advice for picnic 
lovers—Use a good cooler or 
insulated food carrier. It «s 
the best security measure you 
can have for a healthful sum¬ 
mer, because it will keep food 
from spoiling and food spoil¬ 
ing can mean food poisoning. 

Use the cooler for cooked 
meat and poultry items such 
as fried chicken, cooked sau 
sages, or luncheon meats. 
These are good picnic prod¬ 
ucts because they are less 
susceptible to rapid spoilage 
than uncooked foods. 

Raw meats can be taken if 
they are carefully wrapped 
and chilled. In fact, it’s a 
good idea to freeze them first 
. . . then they’ll keep the 


temperature of the cooler 
low. 

Leave the actual prepara¬ 
tion of sandwiches, sandwich 
fillings and salads until you 
are ready to eat. Refrigerate 
the ingredients, especially for 
salads, and mix just before 
you eat. This is particularly 
important in any food where 
salad dressings or mayon¬ 
naise are used, since these 
foods are most susseptible to 
food poisoning bacteria. 

If a pre-mixed salad must 
be taken—like potato salad or 
cole slaw—store and carry in 
small containers rather than 
In a large one and keep It 
refrigerated in your cooler. 

All items that need refrig¬ 


eration for the picnic should 
be well-chilled in your refrig¬ 
erator before packing in a 
cooler. 

Never carry hot foods, such 
as fried chicken, baked beans, 
macaroni and cheese, or cas¬ 
seroles, unless they are pack¬ 
ed in an insulated container— 
or are thoroughly chilled first, 
refrigerated and then reheat¬ 
ed at the picnic. 

Refrigerate all leftovers if 
you want to use them at home 
—otherwise discard them. 

If you don’t want to carry 
a cooler, plan your picnic 
meal around “fool - proof 
foods” such as bread, cheese, 
hard cooked eggs, fresh fruit, 
etc. For the meat item, 
choose any canned meat or 
poultry product that you can 
carry in the can, such as 
corned beef, chili, ham, or 
some of the dry or semi-dry 
sausages like salami, aum-

Helpful Hints 
For The Cook 

By JEANNE LESEM

NEW YORK (UPI)—Threa 
plentiful fruits of late sum¬ 
mer — peaches, blueberries 
and seedless grapes — make 
delicious ingredients for party 
fare. 

The four recipes that follow 
were developed in the test 
kitchens of the United Fresh 
Fruit and Vegetable Assn., a 
trade organization. 

Grape stuffing is good in 
squab chicken or Rock Cor¬ 
nish hens. Saute Vs cup of 
diced onion 2 or 3 minutes or 
until limp and transparent in 
Vs cup of melted butter or 
margarine. Cook Vi cup of 
diced celery until tender in 
Vt cup of chicken broth or 
water. Combine both mix¬ 
tures with 1 tablespoon of 
chopped fersh parsley, 1 tea- 
spoor o* salt, % teaspoon of 
poultry seasoning, Vi tea¬ 
spoon of ground black pep¬ 
per, 4 cups of toasted bread 
cubes measured after toast¬ 
ing and 1 cup of seedless 
grapes. Mix lightly. 

Divide stuffing among crop 
and body cavities of 6 (1 to 
1V4 pound) chickens or Rock 
Cornish hens and place them 
on a rack in a large baking 
pan. Cover birds with double 
thickness of cheesecloth that 
has been dipped in warm but¬ 
ter water, made by melting 1 
stick of butter or margarine 
with 2 cups of hot water. 
Bake 1 hour in preheated 350- 
degree oven. Baste birds of¬ 
ten with remaining butter 
water. Makes 6 to 8 servings. 

Grape and blueberry pie 
needs little sugar because the 
fruit ilself is naturally sweet. 
Combine 3 cups of fresh 
Thompson Seedless grapes 
with 1 cup of fresh blueber¬ 
ries, % cup of sugar, 3 table- 
spoors of quick-cooking tap- 
icoa, Vi teaspoon of ground 
cinnamon and V4 teaspoon of 
salt. (If grapes are large, 
halve them before mixing.) 
Turn mixture into 9-inch pie 
plate lined with unbaked pas¬ 
try rolled Vg-inch thick. Dot 
fruit with butter or marga¬ 
rine, using total of 2 table¬ 
spoons. Cover with top crust 
dough, flute edge and make 2 
or 3 slits in top crust to al¬ 
low steam to escape. Bake 30 
to 35 minutes in preheated 
425-degree oven or until crust 
is brown. Cool. Makes 4 to 6 
servings. 

Glazed fresh peach tart 
contains uncooked fruit with 
a conked glaze. To make 
crust, cut Vi cup of butter or 
margarine and 1 teaspoon of 
grated fresh lemon peel and 
a mixture of 1% cups of sift¬ 
ed all-purpose flour, Vs cup of 
sifted confectioners’ sugar 
and Vs teaspoon of salt. Mix¬ 
ture should resemble corn 
mean. Stir in 2 tablespoons of 
milk and mix lightly to form 
dough. Refrigerate dough 1 
hour cr more wrapped in 
waxed paper. 

Pat chilled dough into a 10- 
inen flat pan or pie pan. Re¬ 
frigerate again, for 30 min¬ 
utes or more. Bake 20 min¬ 
utes in preheated 425 degree 
oven. Cool on rack. 

While crust cools, peel and 
scile into eighths 3 pounds 
(about 12 medium-sized fresh 
peaches, enough to measure 6 
cups. Mix peaches well with 
1 cup of sugar mixed with 2 
teaspoons of ascorbic acid 
mixture (to keep fruit from 
darkening). Let stand 1 hour 
at room temperature. Drain 
juice and reserve. Arrange 
peach slices in cooled pastry. 
Measure peach juice and add 
enough water to make 1 cup 
of liquid. Add 4 teaspoons of 
cornstarch, mix until smooth, 
bring to boil and cook 1 to 2 
minuies, or until thick and 
clear; stir constantly. Spoon 
over epaches and chill until 
set. Makes 8 servings. 

Fresh peach whip is as 
pretty as it is delicious and 
refreshing. Place 2 cups of 
crushed fresh ripe peaches, 1 
egg white, unbeaten, 2 tea¬ 
spoons of fresh lemon juice, 
^3 cup of sugar and 1/16 tea¬ 
spoon of salt in a glass or 
ceramic bowl. Beat until 
fluffy v/ith a rotary beater or 
an ehctric beater on medium 
speed. Soften gelatin in V4 
cup of cold water; dissolve 
over hot water and add to 
fruit mixture. Chill until mix¬ 
ture Degins to thicken (time 
will vary, depending on how 
cold the refrigerator is and 
how often the door is opened.) 
eBat 1 minute with electric 
beaer cn medium speed. Fold 
| in Vi cup of heavy cream, 
whipped and 1 cup of crushed 
fresh peaches. Makes 6 serv¬ 
ings.

Raw fish has a watery, 
transparent look. During cook¬ 
ing. the watery juices become 
milky colored, giving the 
flash an opaque whitish tint. 
The fish is completely cooked 
when the center of the thick¬ 
est part takes on this tint. 
Then the flesh will separate 
easily into flakes and any 
bones present come away 
readily. Handle fish as little 
and as gently as possible dur¬ 
ing and after cooking to pre¬ 
serve appearance; most cook¬ 
ed fish tends to break up 
easily.

As a general rule allow from 
a third to half a pound of 
frozen fish fillets o rsteaks per 
serving. The recipe, size of 
serving and the amount of 
bone in the fish, will account 
for some difference in the 
amount needed.

College plans should begin 
early, and no male high 
school senior should overlook 
consideration of one of the 
Navy’s finest college training 
officer candidate programs — 
the Regular Naval Reserve 
Officers Training Corps 
(NROTC) in deciding upon 
his college plans. 

The Regular NROTC is a 
program designed to train 
career officers for the Navy 
and Marine Corps. The pro¬ 
gram includes payment by 
the Navy of tuition, educa¬ 
tional fees, textbooks, uni¬ 
forms, and provides a $50 
monthly subsistence allow¬ 
ance to its members for four 
years. 

Selected candidates are en¬ 
listed in the U. S. Naval Re¬ 
serve and are appointed Mid¬ 
shipmen upon enrollment in 
college. The college majors 
which a candidate may un¬ 
dertake are many, and only 
a few nontechnical profes¬ 
sional majors are prohibited. 

During the summers be¬ 
tween college years, Mid¬ 
shipmen participate in at-sea 
training periods which pro¬ 
vide practical experience in 
naval operations and from 
which they receive many var¬ 
ied and rewarding experi¬ 
ences. 

Upon graduation, Midship¬ 
men may be commissioned 
as Ensigns in the U.S. Navy, 
or as Second Lieutenants in 
the U.S. Marine Corps. 

Seniors should investigate 
this program now by request¬ 
ing a 1968 Regular NROTC 
Bulletin of Information from 
any U.S. Navy Recruiting 
Station or from the Chief of 
Naval Personell (Pers-B6411.) 
Department of the Navy, 
Washington, D.C. 20370.

Cohen Asks For 
New Treatment 
Of Delinquents 

Sen. Beryl W. Cohen, whose 
district includes part of New¬ 
ton, last week endorsed a bill 
which would abolish the exist¬ 
ing State Division of Youth 
Service and create a new 
system of dealing with delin¬ 
quent children in Massachu¬ 
setts. 

The substitute for the Divi¬ 
sion of Youth Service would 
be called the “Division of 
Youth Development.” It 
would be placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Depart¬ 
ment of Education. 

The post of sixth Associate 
Comiirssioner of Education 
would also be created. The 
new associate commissioner 
would supervise the division 
and would also serve to bring 
the entire supervisory board 
of the Department of Educa¬ 
tion in closer contact with 
ihe youth agency, according 
to Cohen. 

Cohen added that in the 
past there has been virtually 
no activity on the part of 
the Department of Education 
relating to the existing youth 
agency. He suggested that 
this might be the first failure 
of the existing structure in 
meeting its responsibility to¬ 
ward delinquents. 

The associate commission¬ 
er would be required to hold 
an earned doctorate, while 
the occupant of another new 
post ir e Director of the Divi¬ 
sion of Youth Development, 
would be obliged to have a 
Master’s degree. 

A supplementary budget of 
$1,186,453 is sought by Cohen 
to provide for 127 new full¬ 
time staff positions, provide 
needed supplies and equip¬ 
ment and meet immediate 
needs which he says are cov¬ 
ered by existing appropria¬ 
tions. 

Another provision of the bill 
supported by Cohen would be 
to remove from the jurisdic¬ 
tion cf the courts'many youth¬ 
ful offenders who are under 
the age of 10, instead of the 
present age limit of seven. 

The Democratic Senator al¬ 
so urges that a diagnostic 
study of all youthful offend¬ 
ers who have committed a 
crime against another per¬ 
son ne made and that a cen¬ 
ter be set up for the treat¬ 
ment cf the emotionally dis¬ 
turbed within the new Youth 
DeveU pment Division. 

Cohen argues that almost 
30 percent of those commit¬ 
ted to the division are mental¬ 
ly ill or emotionally disturb¬ 
ed.

THOUSANDS FLEE RED CHINA CIVIL WAR 

WALL POSTERS pasted up yesterday in Canton said 
civil war had erupted in Communist China’s Yunnan Pro¬ 
vince, a mainland area which borders on North Vietnam, 
Laos and Burma, The posters said tens of thousands of 
Chinese refugees were streaming toward Burma. 

Other reports said mass rallies and wall posters in Pe¬ 
king were denouncing several high-ranking army officers 
for taking a capitalist line in the power struggle raging 
behind the Bamboo Curtain. 

PUERTO RICO TEAMSTER LEADER SLAIN 

FRANK CHAVEZ, the fiery president of the Teamster 
Union in Puerto Rico, and the island’s most powerful laboi 
leader, was shot and killed Wednesday in San Juan. Police 
charged one of his bodyguards with first-degree murder in 
the slaying. 

The suspect was identified as Ivan Coll. Authorities said 
revenge was apparently the motive. Detectives reported that 
Coll had received a letter from Chavez informing him that his 
services were no longer required. 

NO CLUES YET IN SLAYINGS OF CANADIAN FAMILY 

CANADIAN MOUNTIES with tracking dogs swarmed over 
farmlands on the fringe of the northern wilderness yesterday 
in search of the killer who slaughtered nine members of a 
farm family and left alive one bewildered little girl in Shell 
Lake, Saskatchewan. 

Authorities said they had neither a suspect nor a motive 
in the slayings of James Peterson, 47, his wife, Evelyn, 42, 
and seven of their children ranging in age from 1 to 17. 
Friends of the well-liked, well-known family talked of form¬ 
ing a posse to scour the farmlands where the Petersons eked 
out a modest existence. 

U. S. PARATROOPERS TIGHTEN TRAP ON 1500 REDS 

U. S. PARATROOPERS, aided by helicopter gunships, 
today were pushing their encirclement drive in a northern 
coastal area near the South China Sea where a Communist 
regiment of up to 1500 men is believed trapped. At least 80 
Red soldiers have been killed in four days of sharp fighting. 

In the air war, a low cloud ceiling stymied the new 
American attacks that had ranged to within 10 miles of the 
Red Chinese border. But U. S. warplanes flew 161 missions 
against the North, most of them against somewhat lesser 
targets in the battered southern panhandle areas of North 
Vietnam.

FLOOD LOSSES IN FAIRBANKS HIT $150 MILLION 

FLOOD WATERS surging through the streets eight feet 
deep have put the city of Fairbanks, Alaska, out of business, 
forced more than 13,000 persons from their homes, and 
caused damage estimated at more than $150 million. 

The city’s water supply was condemned. Flood waters da¬ 
maged nearly every home and business building in the city. 
Rail and highway traffic was washed out, but the airport re¬ 
mained open. Three persons were known dead. 

HOUSE PASSES BILL BARRING RACIAL TERRORISM 

THE HOUSE PASSED a Civil Rights bill yesterday that 
would outlaw racial terrorism and harassment. The measure- 
likely the only new civil rights legislation that will make any 
headway at all this year—now goes to the Senate, where it 
faces an uncertain future. 

Before passing the bill, the House accepted some Southern 
amendments to narrow it somewhat. But it held firm against 
several others to weaken it more severely. As passed, the 
measure would outlaw actual or attempted intimidation or 
disruption, on racial or political grounds, of persons lawfully 
exercising specified civil rights. 

LBJ CITES U.S. HISTORY IN VIET ELECTION WOES 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON suggested yesterday that U.S. 
critics of the South Vietnam elections look at American his- 
before denouncing political tactics of the Saigon government. 

Johnson said that considering the years of political strife 
and war needed to establish the U.S. government in the 18th 
century, there should be no astonishment that there is a sim¬ 
ilar struggle going on now in South Vietnam. His comments 
were made at a White House ceremony in which six U.S. civil¬ 
ian workers received special medals and citations for their 
contributions to development of South Vietnam. 

GEN. WHEELER CALLS AIR WAR “INDISPENSABLE” 

CHAIRMAN EARLE G. WHEELER of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff told Congress yesterday the air war against North 
Vietnam is “indispensable.” But another visitor to Capitol 
Hill, Michigan Gov. George Romney, reiterated his belief 
that the United States could never force the Communists to 
a peace conference by bombing North Vietnamese targets. 

Nevertheless, both Romney and House GOP Leader 
Gerald Ford, a strong proponent of bombing, said in separate 
Interviews tnat they have no basic disagreements on Vietnam 
policy. 

NATIONALIZATION OF RAILROADS THREATENED 

ORGANIZED LABOR should campaign for nationalize 
tion of U.S. railroads if Congress refuses to permit rail unions 
to strike, the president of the machinists union said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

P. L. “Roy” Siemiller, president of the largest of six 
unions facing a congressional rail strike prohibition, said, 
“If an industry is too important to permit workers to strike, 
It's too important to leave in the hands of private profiteers.”

Angry words were exchanged yesterday by Governor Volpe 
• nd members of the press when the question of plans for a 
sports stadium came up at the governor’s weekly news con¬ 
ference. Pressed for details about plans for the stadium in 
the Greater Boston area, Volpe said, “We will have an an¬ 
nouncement in due time.” 

Reminded it was two weeks since he said there would be 
s statement on the stadium in “days not weeks,” Volpe fired 
back, “You can count them (the days) as long as you want;

The economics of war has 
always been a stormy issue 
for peace groups. However, 
Edwin Kuh — well-known 
M.I.T. economist and speaker 
at Newton Vietnam Sum¬ 
mer’s August 9th ‘Peaceful 
Wednesday’ meeting — pre¬ 
sented a calm and moderate 
view of the economy and the 
Vietnam war. 

Prof. Kuh emphasized that 
he wished to give the audi¬ 
ence of approximately one 
hundred people at the Eliot 
Church not the technicalities 
of the subject but what he 
called ‘the big picture.' In 
the big picture Vietnam is 
only one part, though an im¬ 
portant one. Three per cent 
of our economic effort goes 
into the Vietnam war, Kuh 
said, but ten per cent goes 
into military spending os a 
whole. 

Prof. Kuh said he would 
give his audience a first les¬ 
son in economics — how to 
read a budget. The total cost 
of the war is probably some 
six billion dollars more than 
the budget figure of 24 bil¬ 
lion. 

This additional money is 
drawn from other areas of 
the budget or is the cost of 
using up stockpiled materials. 
Thus the real cost of the war, 
Kuh stated, is probably a- 
round 30 billion a year right 
now. The economist took the 
opportunity to warn about 
other drastic increases in 
mliitary spending that 
threaten in the near future. 

He was particularly dis¬ 
tressed about the possibility 
that the U.S. might build an 
anti-ballistic missile system. 
An A.B.M. system would cost 
our country 100 billion dollars 
and would only force the Rus¬ 
sians to do the same. 

Despite the enormous sums 
involved in unproductive mili¬ 
tary expenses, Kuh stated 
that our economy is so rich 
that we can afford guns and 
butter too. The real difficulty 
is not economic but political. 

| When military spending rises 
i like this the politicians always 
choose to cut back on some¬ 
thing else. 

The Congress won’t vote 
I for needed domestic pro¬ 
grams and so for political 
reasons we’ll have guns but 
no butter. 

The second speaker on the 
panel, Attorney Herbert 
Weiss — Executive vice- 
president of Kennedy’s De¬ 
partment Stores — took up 
this point. He emphasized the 
uselessness of war spending 
which diverts energy, re¬ 
search, resources, and money 
from our real needs and from 
the consumer economy. 

Weiss summed up his feel¬ 
ings about the war with a 
quip. The Vietnam war, he 
said, is like taking dope — 
it’s not nutritious, it’s habit 
forming, and in the long run 
it is extremely dangerous. 

Dr. Herb Hoffman, former¬ 
ly of the Mass. Department 
of Mental Health and now at 
Brandeis, detailed some of 
the way* in which needed 
funds in his own field are be¬ 
ing cut back because of the 
war. Although it is difficult to 
prove a specific cut-back was 
made for this reason, Dr. 
Hoffman said it was obvious 
that the general retrench¬ 
ment in health and welfare 
spending is a result of the 
war. 


Mr. Frank Yoffe, final 
speaker for the evening, add¬ 
ed further evidence from his 
own field of business — home 
building. This major industry 
is suffering tremendously 
from high interest rates and 
lack of government assist¬ 
ance, stated Mr. Yoffe. He al¬ 
so regretted that some of the 
money that we spend on war 
cannot be used to rebuild our 
cities. 

Finally in response to ques¬ 
tions, Prof. Kuh said that as 
market or a supplier Viet¬ 
nam is just^‘peanuts.’ In fact, 
the economist stated, all of 
South-East Asia is not im¬ 
portant to our own economy.

wa* granted, the company 
has acquired an additional 
two acres for increased park¬ 
ing facilitiev 

Part of the acreage, how¬ 
ever, along the river, has 
been offered to the MDC for 
$1 so that the Commission 
can have control of the river’s 
boundary at that site. 

The rest of the river boun 
dary, acquired in the first 
transaction, is still under Mar 
riott control and is out of 
bounds to pedestrians wishing 
to walk along the river banks. 

The Marriott Corporation 
Is seeking revisions of the 
plans because it felt it would 
he economkally unfeasible 
to go ahead with the original 
plans which were developed 
almost five years ago. 

J. W. Marriott, Jr., said that 
the construction has been so 
long in getting started that 
what seemed sufficient five 
years ago, is not now economi¬ 
cally feasible. 

He said the increased cost 
In almost everything has ne¬ 
cessitated the change in 
plans that will call for an 
additional 118 hotel rooms, 
bringing it to a total of 454 
rooms, added parking spaces 
from 550 to 708, added func¬ 
tion rooms and a longer ball¬ 
room. 

The Conservators charge 
the corporation has been 
overstepping the restrictions 
by the Board. One violation 
Is the removal of land from 
the site to fill the amphi¬ 
theatre to raise it to a work¬ 
able level and conform with 
the rest of the site. 

Richard Lovell, an attorney 
for Marriott, said the land is 
only being shifted from one 
part of the site to another, but 
if the Board is adamant, it 
can. at a substantial cost, be 
taken back to its original po¬ 
sition. 

Also under dispute was the 
original shoreline under the 
boathouse and dock. Since its 
removal, the Conservators 
claimed, it seemed as though 
the river bank had been al¬ 
tered, but the Marriott Corp. 
said it was not. 

MDC Comr. Howard Whit¬ 
more said that the construction 
is satisfactory to the MDC and 
announced that the strip of 
land, in the process of being 
deeded to the MDC, would be 
open to the public. It abuts 
the far end of the parking lot. 

The League of Women Vot¬ 
ers claimed that the revisions 
should be held up by the 
Board until the Mayor’s com¬ 
mittee studying the use of the 
rest of the Norumbega Park 
land makes its report. 

Manuel Beckwith, a School 
Committee member, speaking 
for himself, said that the orig¬ 
inal petition granted repre¬ 
sented a big compromise on 
the part of the residents, and 
that this revision was a vio¬ 
lation of the citizens’ faith. 

He said that the Aldermen 
should do all in their power to 
make the hotel corporation 
conform to the restrictions. He 
suggested the hotel be built 
as first planned without the 
additional rooms and parking 
spaces. 

Marriott Jr. said that what¬ 
ever the outcome, the hotel 
will be built and completed 
within 14 months. 

In other action before the 
Claims and Rules Committee, 
the Cities Service Oil Co. asked 
to put up CITGO signs in 
place of Jenney signs In eight 
stations throughout the city. 
The company wants to put up 
seven by seven interior-light¬ 
ed signs. 

The Newton Buick Co. and 
Ford Leasing Development 


Corp. petitioned the Board for 
permission to construct added 
space for service and the sale 
of cars. 

Some 22 residents of Oak 
Hill were opposed to a petition 
from Elliot Queen to construct 
a four-classroom nursery 
school next to the Temple on 
Puddingstone Lane. 

Queen, in conjunction with 
the Temple, would run the 
school from Sept, to June, 
and possibly during the sum¬ 
mer from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Most residents complained 
that the school, if run into the 
summer, would soon become a 
summer camp and that Pud¬ 
dingstone Lane was too small 
already to handle the Temple 
traffic, to contemplate a nuis- 
ery school.

Corp. and employed about 200 
people. 

“Today," he said “in more 
than a dozen plants in east¬ 
ern Massachusetts, totalling 
more than 1.2 million square 
feet, we employ about 5,600 
people. Our total employ¬ 
ment around the world is 
about 11.000 people.” 

The five Newton buildings 
now house the division’s pro¬

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The Inefficient MBTA 

If one were to judge the MBTA by the speed with 
which the wooden railroad bridge at Centre and Mount 
Vernon streets, West Roxbury, has been rebuilt, it 
would be necessary to rate the transit organization as 
grossly inefficient. 

That is precisely the basis on which many West 
Roxbury residents are judging the MBTA and the con¬ 
clusion they are reaching concerning the efficiency of 
its operation. 

Here is a bridge which has been partly out of com¬ 
mission for more than a year, with traffic being de¬ 
toured over residential side streets or onto the VFW 
parkway. 

Residents have been inconvenienced. Businesses 
have been hurt. 

Yet, even today there is no indication that work on 
the reconstruction of the bridge is being rushed as it 
should be rushed in fairness to the public. 

It’s about time that the MBTA took steps to get 
this job finished and finished speedily. So far its per¬ 
formance on the simple rebuilding of an old bridge has 
been a disgrace. 


Seeing Is Believing 

A $722,000 study project to determine how to 
streamline state government has been announced for 
the Commonwealth with the Federal government pick¬ 
ing up most of the tab. Robert C. Weaver, Secretary 
of Housing and Urban Development, joined Gov. Volpe 
in making the announcement last Saturday. 

“Massachusetts was chosen,” Weaver said, “be¬ 
cause it came in first with an application that seemed 
to have the greatest promise.” That statement, per¬ 
haps, was Mr. Weaver’s nice way of saying the State 
House is pretty well fouled up and could use some 
straightening out. Whatever the reason, the unique 
first-in-the-nation program should be welcomed by all 
citizens. 

Gov. Volpe said he hopes the study will allow the 
Executive Branch to be reorganized more along the 
lines that a successful business is run. Of course, poli¬ 
tician that he is, he was quick to point out that there 
will be NO decrease in the number of-state jobs. He 
emphasized that, instead, the state will be able to make 
broader use of personnel now available, which he hopes 
will result in improved services with savings of tax 
dollars. 

Despite the Governor’s enthusiasm, it sounds like 
a song we’ve heard before. We’re going to have to see 
it to believe it. 


Bi-Partisan Approach 

It seems strange that it takes a rat to unite Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans in Massachusetts. But that is 
just what has been done and the usually partisan poli¬ 
ticians are to be congratulated. 

Last week the Senate jdined with the House to 
admit late-filed rat control bills. One was filed by 
House Speaker John F. X. Davoren and Rep. Arthur 
L. Desrocher (R-Nantucket). Another was filed by 
Sen. Beryl W. Cohen (D-Brookline). Gov. Volpe sent 
a special message to the Legislature proposing that 
local rat control and elimination programs be encour¬ 
aged by empowering the Commissioner of Public Health 
to make grants for this purpose to the cities and towns. 
The Governor said the funds necessary to carry out 
the program would be requested in his next supple¬ 
mentary budget. 

Speaker Davoren said the legislation “will go a 
long way toward eliminating a menace to the lives and 
safety of the public. Rats can plague, not only slum 
sections but other residential areas and even the busi¬ 
ness districts of our cities and towns.” 

The local effort to do something about the rat 
menace was made after Congress rejected a federal 
rat control program. We’re glad that what Congress 
rejected, our Legislature appears ready to accept. Now, 
let’i get on with the job. 


Committee Backs 
Atty. Gen. Rule 
Says Rep. Mann 

“Attorney General Richard¬ 
son’s ruling that ‘the Massa¬ 
chusetts Port Authority does 
not have title’ to more than 
JO acres of land in dispute 
at Logan Airport coincides 
completely with the findings 
of our special legislative in¬ 
vestigation,” Rep. Theodore 
D. Mann (R) of Newton de¬ 
clared today. 

Rep. Mann Is the only Re¬ 
publican member of the leg¬ 
islative committee which has 
been named to report on the 
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use of the land In question 
by the authority. 

“The opinion establishes 
the fact that land upon which 
the port authority has collect¬ 
ed more than $300,000 In 
rents does not belong to the 
authority at all,” Rep. Mann 
asserted. “It is our further 
belief that this land which 
the authority has been using 
is worth 4 million dollars. 

“In addition, the land leased 
for use of the National Guard 
is worth 3 million dollars,” 
Rep. Mann said. “Conse¬ 
quently, the port authority 
owes the state $7,300,000 and 
steps should be taken to se¬ 
cure immediate payment.”

Question Preference 
For Vets On Promotions 

A compromise which might 
he reached in the present con¬ 
troversy over proposed reforms 
in the State’s civil service laws 
is that veterans he given ab¬ 
solute preference in the origin¬ 
al competition for appointment 
to jobs in the public service 
but not on examinations for 
promotion to higher positions. 

Such an agreement would 
not satisfy either side in the 
dispute now boiling on Beacon 
Hill, hut it would he a reason¬ 
ably fair one, and it probably 
would result in an improve¬ 
ment in the civil service system. 

The preference given veter¬ 
ans in taking examinations for 
jobs in the state, city, county 
or town service was intended 
to assist them in making the 
adjustment from military to 
civilian life. 

That it u as also intended to 
give them an advantage over 
their fellow workers for the 
rest of their lives when promo¬ 
tions became available is ex¬ 
tremely doubtful. 

Many legislators are reluc¬ 
tant to wipe out absolute vet¬ 
erans’ preference at this time 
because they feel the fighting 
man coining back from Vietnam 
should have the same advan¬ 
tages in civil service examina¬ 
tions as did the veterans before 
them who served in World War 
II or Korea. 

So the likelihood is that the 
law will be retained and that 
for some time to come veterans 
who pass civil service tests will 
automatically he placed over 
non-veterans on the job lists, 
regardless of what marks the 
non-veterans achieve. 

However, the question arises 
as to whether this same system 
should be followed when vet¬ 
erans and non-veterans are 
competing for promotion to 
higher positions. 

The veteran presumably has 
made his adjustment to civilian 
life after obtaining the job for 
which he was given absolute 
preference. 

Should veterans and non¬ 
veterans compete on even terms 
when they re striving for pro¬ 
motion to higher position? 

Should the veteran be given 
an advantage over a non-veter¬ 
an in promotional examinations 
and, if ao, what advantage?

A new Newton High School 
—myth or reality? 

This community has been 
talking about the deteriorating 
high school building for many 
years. Every so often, thtrt 
Is a flurry of activity, and wt 
are led to believe that the new 
building is just around the 
corner. 

When Mayor Basbas took 
offiee almost two years aao, 
we were pleased to note ni* 
participation in School Com¬ 
mittee meetings. Progress was 
finally made in the elementary 
and junior high school build- 
ing programs. Then a High 
School Site Committee was 
chosen and its final report and 
selection was hailed as the 
start of the new high school 
building program. 

However, this was a year 
ago, and it would seem that 
we have been lulled by a false 
sense of security into assum¬ 
ing that plans for the new 
high school would move along 
at the expected rate. AGAIN 
we seem to be bogged down. 

The members of the PTA 
Council have been following 
the progress of the plans for 
the new high school, and were 
told in March that an archi¬ 
tect would be appointed by the 
end of May. In May, we were 
informed that the Mayor and 
his Committee had narrowed 
the field down to three archi- 
tects, and we were assured 
that the final choice could be 
expected shortly thereafter. 
We now understand that this 
date has been advanced to 
September. 

We wonder how many more 
delays this community will 
tolerate. Citizens must realize 
that even after an architect is 
appointed, there is by neces¬ 
sity at least a two-year plan¬ 
ning period before ground is 
broken. 

Our teachers have expressed 
their frustration in trying to 
teach in such inadequate sur¬ 
roundings. They are disillu¬ 
sioned and bewildered that the 
parents are seemingly not in¬ 
terested enough to take action. 
What is this community saying 
to its teachers and students 
when a situation as serious 
as this is allowed to drift end¬ 
lessly on? 

We urge the PTA Council 
and other organizations, as 
well as individuals, to rise up 
out of the summer apathy, 
and take action. Write or 
phone Mayor Basbas at City 
Hall—let him know that we do 
care about a new high school 
starting right now.

Al¬ 
lergy to the plant varies, de- 
penning on the degree of 
moisture of the body when 
contact is made. If you sus¬ 
pect a child has had contact, 
wash the exposed parts of 
the body with soap and wa¬ 
ter. 

Many wild berries, leaves 
and roots are poisonous. 
Teach children not to try “liv¬ 
ing off the land.” 

Scout a camping area be¬ 
fore y. u let children explore 
it. Loose boulders, swamps, 
brooks can be a source of 
danger to them. 

Do r.ot allow children to 
drink any water except that 
from taps marked safe. It is 
easy to carry drinking water 
with you. 

If your child gets cut, soap 
and water is the best tem¬ 
porary cleanser. Treat severe 
bleedinp by applying pressure 
to the wound. A pad of clean 
material—like a w r ad of toilet 
tissues or a folded handker¬ 
chief—is preferred to the fin¬ 
gers, but in any case, imme¬ 
diate, direct pressure should 
be undertaken. Severe 
wounds should be seen by a 
doctor. 

Insect stings can be treated 
temporarily by applying cala- 
! mine iotion or, in the case of 
bee and wasp stings, ice or 
icy water. 

Don’t let children use in¬ 
flat ?d beach toys as life pres¬ 
ervers.

Indians Citified 
In Dallas Office 

DALLAS (UPI) — Indians 
from as far away as the Atha¬ 
bascan tribe in Alaska are 
making the transition to city 
life in Dallas with the help of 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 

An agency of the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Interior, the Dal¬ 
las operation has assisted 
more than 8,000 Indians in the 
past decade. In many cases 
the change was from trinket 
maker to skilled technician. 

“For the most part, the In¬ 
dian is a good worker,” Rob¬ 
ert W. Beames, director of 
the Dallas field office, said. 
“He las manual dexterity 
and is certainly patient and 
good w?th detail work.” 

Beames, who is one-fourth 
Choctaw, said if the Indian 
has one shortcoming it is his 
lack of communication. 

“He is not a talker,” he 
said. “He is quiet and some¬ 
times that leads to misunder¬ 
standing. An employer might 
think he is disgruntled or 
sulky, when actually it’s just 
the nature of the Indian to be 
silent.”

He’s Real Sky 
Pilot In Both 
Puloit, Plane 

OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI)— 
Lester J. Maitland has been a 
sky pilot most of his life— 
either in the cockpit of a 
plane or the pulpit of a 
church. 

Maitland today is an Epis¬ 
copal priest at Cave Creek, 
Arizona. He was also point¬ 
ing the way to heaven 40 
years ago when, as a young 
Army pilot, he took off from 
here foi Hawaii in the first 
non-stop flight to the islands. 

Maitland, 68, along with his 
navigator, Alfred F. Hegen- 
berger, completed the epic 2,- 
400-mde flight in 25 hours and 
30 mintues.

He recalled how the Fokker 
monoplane battled hefty trade 
winds with its three engines, 
never going off course more 
than 10 miles.

CUT FLOWER CARE: If 
you’re getting your own flow¬ 
ers, It‘s always a good idea 
to carry a container of water 
to the garden so you can place 
the stems into it immediate¬ 
ly. Some gardeners allow tap 
water to stand 10 minutes or 
so to allow air bubbles to es¬ 
cape before placing stems in 
it. Many "harden” their 
blooms in a darkened room 
before arranging. When’s the 
best time to cut? Some say 
in early evening, others say 
morning. If cut after sun has 
gone down the plants will 
have a chance to build up a 
food supply, and theoretically 
they will last longer. Make 
a cut with sharp knife, rather 
than scissors. 

AFRICAN VIOLETS: Start 
new plants from young, vigor¬ 
ously growing leaves. Root in 
vermiculite, perlite, sand, or 
plain tap water. A mixture 
of half sand and vermiculite, 
or perlite alone, makes a fine 
way to start violets. Roots 
will form in 3 or 4 weeks. 
Leggy plants can be correct¬ 
ed by removing some of the 
lower leaves and severing the 
plant at soil level. Insert the 
old stem in your rooting ma¬ 
terial and new roots will start. 
Protect from hot sun. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 
A reader writes: "Please tell 
me what can be done to save 
our zinnias.

Weapons Faced 
In Vietnam By 
GIs On Exhibit

PLEASANTON, Calif. (UPI) 
— "Some people think we’re 
fighting some guys armed 
with bows and arrows. These 
give them a better idea of 
the weapons being used 
against our men in Vietnam.” 

Army Spec. 4 John H. Kil¬ 
mer Jr., was talking about a 
display of captured Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese weap¬ 
onry now on a nationwide 
tour of shopping centers, 
county fairs, conventions and 
schools. 

The weapons, all made in 
Communist China range from 
rifles and machine guns to a 
40 millimeter grenade launch¬ 
er, 75 mm recoilless rifle and 
86 mm mortar. 

Enemy uniforms—Viet Cong 
"black pajamas” and North 
Vietnamese Army combat 
garb — and medical supplies 
provided by several Commu¬ 
nist nations also are in the 
display. 

A steady stream of fairgoers 
—young and old saw the ar¬ 
senal at one of the display's 
California stops — about 30 
miles southeast of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The display is about half 
way through a 10-month tour 
covering the nation from 
coast to coast. Neighborhood 
shopping centers and colleges 
are its most frequent sites, 
but it also is shown at con¬ 
ventions, fairs, museums and 
in bank lobbies. 

Some Complaints 

“I get some complaints 
from people who don’t go 
along with this type of ‘prop¬ 
aganda,’ as they put it" said 
Kilmer, of Martinsburg, W. 
Va., who is accompanying the 
exhibit on its travels. 

"But most people think it’s 
a good idea. They are surpris¬ 
ed at the modern weapons 
the Communists have. Some 
don’t follow things too well 
and think we're fighting 
against people using spears 
and stuff.” 

The viewers also read signs 
above the arsenal: "Aggres¬ 
sion from the North,” and 
"Exhibit Highlights Commu¬ 
nist Support of Red Aggres¬ 
sion Against South Vietnam.” 

But Kilmer said they spend 
most of their time checking 
the weapons — 7.62 mm rifles, 
carbines, sub-machine guns 
and light machine guns as 
well as the three larger pieces. 

The exhibit, prepared at 
Cameron Station, Va., is the 
only one of a score of travel¬ 
ing Army displays which fea¬ 
ture captured weapons. 

“I think we’ll be using It 
until the war ends,” Kilmer 
said. “It's very effective.”

Resi¬ 
dents of other Latin Amer¬ 
ican countries use it primar- I 
ily to refer to those from the j 
United States, but some ex- J 
tend it to all Anglo-Saxons. 

“Gringo” in Mexico is used 
strictly for an American from 
the United States. Other for¬ 
eigners have proper and col¬ 
loquial designations, such as

The New Books 

The Accused, by Claude 
Seignolle (Coward - McCann, 
$5.50): Two “diabolical tales’’ 
by a French novelist and stu¬ 
dent of folklore making his 
first appearance in English 
translation. 

The stories, both set in the 
farmlands of the Sologne re¬ 
gion near Orleans during the 
late 19th Century are perme¬ 
ated with a medieval horror 
of the devil and his work. But 
while one is a tale clearly of 
the supernatural, the other is 
of human cruelty born of fear 
of the supernatural. 

The first and most engross¬ 
ing, “Malvenue” (the unwel¬ 
come one), tells of the evil un¬ 
leashed by a farmer who ac¬ 
cidentally severs the head of 
an ancient statue buried in 
land he is trying to reclaim at 
the edge of a forbidden 
marsh. 

Impelled by curiosity and 
hope of profit, the farmer 
carries off his find and there¬ 
by sets in motion a series of 
chilling occurrences as the 
head seeks to be reunited 
with its stone body. 

The heroine of the story is 
the farmer’s daughter, Malve- 
nue, conceived the night the 
head was unearthed and 
marked by its dark powers. 
Like her father, Malvenue is 
led to her doom. But her fate, 
16 years after her father 
meets his, is the blacker be¬ 
cause in the process she be¬ 
comes a tool of the evil and 
destroys her lover. 

“Marie the Wolf” is the 
tale of another farm girl who 
while still a baby is given 
the gift of curing wolf bites. 
The gift appears to carry no 
evil intent but from the mo¬ 
ment she invokes her powers, 
Marie, her family and her 
lover become the targets of 
hate, fear and violence that 
strikes deeply into their 
midst. 

Both stories are fine ex¬ 
amples of the genre with a 
poetic richness and irony on 
the solid base of Seiignolle’s 
scholarship. Seignolle is, as 
Lawrence Durrell asserts in 
a brief foreward, “a born 
storyteller.”

The Rhine by Goronwy Rees 
and The Seine by Anthony 
Glyn (Putnams $4.95 each): 
Taken in small doses, these 
histories of two great and 
storied rivers make interest¬ 
ing reading — particularly 
for anyone who has traveled 
or is about to travel where 
either river flows. But the 
books are too minutely de¬ 
tailed for easy or rapid read-; 


ing, although both author! 
are articulate men and pains¬ 
taking researchers. 

Rees begins with the dog¬ 
matic statement that “The 
Rhine is the greatest of all 
Europe’s rivers,” and goes 
on to tell in scholarly style 
why he makes the claim. 

Glyn is informal and re- 
portorial; much of his book 
is a personal diary of his 
travels along the route of the 
Seine — at one point, aboard 
a bus in which he was “wedg¬ 
ed between two enormous 
Burgundian women, the very 
tntithesis, it seemed, of little 
Sequana.” Sequana was the 
goddess of the Seine and a 
monument dedicated to her 
memory stands at the river’s 
source in Paris.

An Operational Necessity 

by Gwyn Griffin (Putnam 
$6.95): A novel of crime dur¬ 
ing war at sea. It is a fasci¬ 
nating story very well told. 

A German submarine in 
World War II sank a freight¬ 
er. The U-boat captain orders 
a machinegun and grenade 
attack upon the survivors. 
Reason: The killing of the sur¬ 
vivors was an operational 
necessity, according to the 
war crimes trial defense at¬ 
torney. 

Like much of the beastly 
work done for the Third 
Reich, the slaughter of the 
seamen was botched. Men 
and even a small boy surviv¬ 
ed the U-boat Kommandant 
Kielbasa’s order. But 21 days 
on a raft at sea killed all but 
one man. 

The U-boat is hit by planes 
and run aground. Evidence 
falls into Allied hands. Kiel- 
basa and one of his officers, 
the young Emil, are put on 
trial. 

Author Griffin paints his 
character in shades and 
tones, no black and white 
The morality of the thing is 
clouded. His characters are 
fascinating — the beautiful 
Emerald, the eccentric 
American lawyer, the British 
colonel, the vengeful French¬ 
man. 

Griffin weaves his large 
story from many smaller 
tales. There is the prisoner 
of war who flees into the 
beast’s cage. The elderly 
French ladies deciding what 
to do with the young partisan 
bleeding on their porch. The 
American corporal plotting. 
The British colonial admini¬ 
strator getting even. The de¬ 
struction of a sea captain’s 
mind.

The New Books 

The Crown, by Francis Pol- 
lini (Putnam’s $5.95): A novel 
in w'hich the three main 
characters are so obviously 
symbolic that they haven’t 
much identity of their own. 

There is Farn, the fight pro¬ 
moter; Dave, the superb 
young fighter who seems un¬ 
beatable; and Sheila, the 
beautiful socialite who lures 
Dave into a passionate love 
affair. 

The story is told by Farn 
and Sheila in a series of 
musings including some of the 
most insipid dialogue imagin¬ 
able. 

Dave is invincible in the 
middleweight division, de¬ 
stroying his opponents with 
a fury which apparently ex¬ 
presses his hatred and fear 
of the human condition. Dave 
is a reader and thinker, it 
seems—a cynic afraid of life. 

Sheila is unafraid, living life 
to the hilt and determined to 
possess her darling Dave ab- 
absoiutely. In the process she 
loathes Farn, who stands in 
the way of her conquest. 

Farn admires Sheila’s 
beauty but is totally faithful 
to Dave in his climb to the 
chamoionship. 

Probably the most interest¬ 
ing part of the story is the 
final section in which Dave 
reaches for the light-heavy¬ 
weight crown. There is a fine 
description of the fight. Dave 
emerges as the champ, but it 
is an empty victory, and the 
story ends on a tragic note 
which comes as no surprise.

The Art of Syping, by En¬ 
rico Altavilla, (Prentice-Hall 
$4.95): This account presents 
a foe’s-eye view of its subject. 
Since the spies themselves 
could scarcely be expected to 
talk about their specialty, Al¬ 
tavilla, an Italian newsman, 
had to depend largely on coun¬ 
terspies for his information. 

He fjund most of his mater¬ 
ial in «he border areas of the 
Cold War—notably Germany, 
Sweden and his native Italy. 
He was able to get some offi¬ 
cial information about U.S. 
counter espionage, but he had 
to rely on private sources 
where Britain was concerned. 

Since Russia was the princi¬ 
pal enemy of most of the 
agencies he surveyed, he was 
able to get a good deal of 
authentic (if unenthusiastic) 
information about Soviet 
espionage. 

His Swedish sources gave 
him a good deal of informa¬ 
tion about Col. Stig Wenner- 
strorn, the Swede who spied 
for the Russians, and he has 
some new insights to offer on 
the exchange of Russian mas¬ 
ter sp3' Rudolf Abel for Amer¬ 
ican U2 pilot Francis Gary 
Powers.

Tw o new novels, one a melo¬ 
drama and the other a farce 
that turns to tragedy, deal 
with odd aspects of British 
military experience in the 
20th-century Africa. 

“Tne Freebooters” deals 
with an expedition by eight 
men as daring and as foolish 
any knights errant, who sallied 
forth to rescue the fair ladies 
of an isolated medical mis¬ 
sion. 

The expeditionaries, tech¬ 
nically deserters from a diplo¬ 
matically hamstrug British 
outpost in a “new emerging” 
African nation, are fair game 
for friend and foe alike. Their 
adventures are as exciting 
and ultimately as rewarding 
as those of the heroes of any 
Kipling romance. 

“Jackson’s War” takes the 
reader back in time to World 
War II and introduce a breed 
of Briton of whom few Ameri¬ 
cans have ever heard—the 
civilians-in-uniform of NAAFI, 
who ran a British-model PX 
just behind the lines during 
the desert fighting in Egypt 
and Libya. 

Rigby’s “hero” is Cpl. 
Johnnie Jackson, a cheerful 
scoundrel and admitted cow¬ 
ard who operates a mobile 
NAAFI canteen in areas as 
far frem the battlefront as 
possible. 

Jackson's early adventures 
in the Western Desert and in 
Cairo show how an unprinci¬ 
pled .md reasonably intelli¬ 
gent man could make mon¬ 
keys out of the constituted 
authorities under the con¬ 
fused conditions of wartime. 

The story is often very fun¬ 
ny, and much more convincing 
than most such accounts of | 
militaiy monkeyshines. 

Suddenly, however, the book 
changes character; the fellows 
in the white hats start win¬ 
ning, Jackson finds himself in 
the steckade and everything 
winds up in a military cem¬ 
etery. 

“Jackson’s War” is a 
strange but engrossing book, 
just unlikely enough to be 
true.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Hav¬ 
ing scored tremendous suc¬ 
cesses in the music business, 
the movies and television, Pat 
Boone has now embarked on 
a new venture as president 
and owner of a pro basket¬ 
ball team. 

“This is a long shot and a 
gamble for me,” Boon# said 
recently upon taking com¬ 
plete ownership of the Oak¬ 
land franchise in the new 
American Basketball Assoc- 
tion. 

He bought out the interests 
of former partners Ken Dav¬ 
idson and Dennis Murphy and 
immediately undertook re¬ 
organization of the franchise. 
For one thing, he intended to 
open shares in the franchise 
to the people of the Oakland 
area. ‘‘We want to make Oak¬ 
land the very best team and 
franchise in the (East) Bay,” 
Boone said. 

Born Charles Eugene 
Boone in Florida, the clean- 
cut star has been involved in 
several fields through the 
years and done well in all of 
of them. He made his first 
impact in the record business 
about 1957. Boone is said to 
have collected during his 
peak years 12 gold records, 
each signifying a million in 
gales. 

By 1959, Boone had amass¬ 
ed 23 million. “Love Letters 
in the Sand” alone had sold 
over 3 million copies for the 
singer with the white buck 
shoes. “Goldmine in the 
Sky,” “Remember You’re 
Mine,” “Fools Hall of

Fame,” “For A Penny,” 
“Moody River.” “Speedy 
Gonzales” and others put 
Boone’s name high on the hit 
charts during the late 50s 
and early 60s. 

Due to his recording suc¬ 
cesses, he quickly landed on 
the silver screen, in such 
films as “Mardi Gras,” 
“Journey to the Center of the 
Earth,” “Yellow Canary,” 
and “State Fair.” His first 
two films, “Bernadine” and 
“April Love,” grossed $10 
million. 

At the same time, the young 
father of four went through 
college and received his B.S. 
degree in 1958. He graduated 
from Columbia University 
magna cum laude despite his 
hectic show business sched¬ 
ule. 

As an author, Boone has 
had several best sellers, 
mainly advising teen-agers. 
One, “Twixt Twelve and 
Twenty,” was also the title of 
a hit record for Pat. He is 
presently working on tomes 
entitled “Day of the Rebel” 
and “The Care and Feeding 
ot Parents.” 

At the beginning of his ca¬ 
reer, Boone realized the 
fickleness of the entertain¬ 
ment world and formed Coo- 
ga Mooga Productions to as¬ 
sure financial security. This 
organization invests in real 
estate, among other things, 
including Boone’s new ABA 
team. 

Boone’s only hit record in 
about three years was “Wish 
You Were Here Buddy” — 
which he wrote from the point 
of view of a Vietnam-station¬ 
ed GI protesting the student 
demonstrations. 

Boone believes he loses 
sales because of his uncon- 
tioversial behavior. 

“I was not a rebel,” he 
says. “Elvis was. The Beat¬ 
les were.” 

He intends to succeed with 
his basketball team as he has 
with his other endeavors, 
tyhen he assumed control of

Julia Gowing, 
Assistant Director of the Pro¬ 
gram, commented that, “the 
urban school problem is a 
matter of national concern. 

Cities across the country 
are experiencing a serious 
shortage of qualified teachers. 
Now, the Boston School Sys¬ 
tem will lead the way in ex¬ 
perimenting with more flex¬ 
ible hiring patterns.” 

The Urban Partnership 
Teaching Program will bring 
twenty part-time teachers in¬ 
to the Boston Schools. Six 
partnerships will be working 
in elementary schools in the 
South End, Roxbury, Dor¬ 
chester and West Roxbury. 
Another eight women will be 
part of the special Centaum 
Program. 

In addition, the grant will 
finance an orientation pro¬ 
gram. Experts will speak to 
the group at meetings held 
before and during the school 
year. Throughout the year the 
teachers will be encouraged 
to discuss their experiences 
and exchange teaching ma¬ 
terials and ideas on teaching 
methods.

Disobedience Urged by King 
Could Result in New Riots 

Dr. Martin Luther King has caused a lot of per¬ 
sons to wonder whether he is more interested in ad¬ 
vancing the cause of the Negro people or in getting 
his own name in newspaper headlines. 

The Negro riots in cities across the United States, 
with their violence and bloodshed, their looting and 
pillaging, have created a resistance in Congress to pro¬ 
grams designed to help the Negro people. 

That has been not only highly unfortunate but 
also extremely unfair to those Negroes who deplored 
the riots, had no part in them and need the help they 
would receive from the programs now being stymied 
or curtailed on Capitol Hill. 

King aroused some favorable comment when he 
joined with other Negro leaders in appealing for an 
end to the senseless lawlessness, violence, sniping and 
lootirtg which erupted in Detroit, Newark and other 
cities. 

Now* with the self-righteous air of someone 
being completely consistent, he has called for mas¬ 
sive civil disobedience by Negroes to disrupt the 
big cities of the nation. 

In the same demagogic speech King indicated 
that his complaint is with Congress rather than with 
the people because he said “the tragic truth is that 
Congress, more than the American people, is now’ run¬ 
ning wdld with racism.” 

The tragic truth also is that Negro leaders such 
as King do a great disservice to their own people when 
they incite them either to engage in riots or in demon¬ 
strations of massive civil disobedience. 

And if any of the demonstrations King pro¬ 
motes develop into riots with bloodshed and loss of 
life, he must accept the responsibility for starting 
them. 

King's proposal for massive 
cf\il disobedience to disrupt 
the cities and cripple the oper¬ 
ations of society presumably is 
intended to inconvenience the 
American people and make 
them more aware of Negro pro¬ 
tests against inequality and seems crystal clear, 
their demands for fundamental Martin Luther King would 
remedies. lead his people down a road 



of them in a power struggle 
as some of their own leaders 
are trying to do. 

That Congress will not re¬ 
act to lawlessness, whether it 
be in the form of riots and 
looting or civil disobedience 


The people who would be

But this is only one example 
of the twisted reasoning of 
some Negro leaders on how to 
accomplish their objectives. 

They apparently are uncon¬ 
cerned about the ill-will which 
tutu Id be created uhen good¬ 
will is needed — ill-will which 
undoubtedly would be reflect¬ 
ed by heightened hostility and 
opposition in Congress to pro¬ 
grams needed to help the Ne- 
gfoes.

Modern Life Blurring 
Parents Role In Home 


By W. CHARLES JACKSON 

DALLAS (UP) — Just be¬ 
cause Dad does the family 
shopping at the supermarket 
and cooks an occasional meal 
doesn’t mean he is trying to 
take over Mom’s job. 

It’s only because Mom’s job 
in the household encompasses 
more than it did in Grandma's 
day. 

And thrs role-changing shift 
for Mom, say home econo¬ 
mists, may be a blessing in 
disguise. 

Because the society in which 
we now live is urban, mecha¬ 
nized and fast moving, the 
roles each member of the fam¬ 
ily plays in everyday life are 
being affected. 

"The role of the mother has 
changed immensely mainly 
because of urban living,” said 
Mrs. Helen Mandigo, president 
of the 28,000-member Ameri¬ 
can Home Economics Associa¬ 
tion (AHEA). "The homemak¬ 
er has to encompass a variety 
of jobs. She has to be chauf¬ 
feur, laundress, cleaner, gar¬ 
dener — you name it,” she 
said. Mrs. Mandigo discussed 
family roles during AHEA’s 
convention in Dallas. 

Under certain economic con¬ 
ditions, many mothers work 
outside of the home to supple¬ 
ment the family income. Mrs. 
Mandigo said. Their returning 
to work may result from a 
number of reasons. But by 
and large, many return be¬ 
cause of the boredom in ur- 
ban communities, even with 
the extra work they have to 
accomplish. 

A second major reason, Dr. 
William M. Smith told AHEA. 
may be the desire for more 
material goods. "They (the 
mother and father) want to 
give their family those extra 
luxuries they didn't have 
when growing up.” he said 

Education has aided many 
in getting them out of the 
kitchen and into an office dur¬ 
ing the day. 

"Many (mothers) feel that 
after suffering through four 
years of college it is really a 
waste of time and money if 
they don’t put their education 
to practical use,” one econo¬ 


mist said. 

But while Mom’s out, who 
does the housework? Here is 
where the rest of the family 
becomes involved. The work 
usually is divided equally for 
each member, Mrs. Mandigo 
said. "It’s sort of a pitching- 
in to get the job done.” 

Fathers do the weekly food 
shopping. Meanwhile, the 
mother is cooking, cleaning, 
etc. 

"You see quite a few men 
shoppers in supermarkets in 
the evening. And they really 
seem to be enjoying what they 
are doing,” Leone Heuer, di¬ 
rector of Money Management 
Institute of Household Finance 
Corp., Chicago, said. "And I 
really don't feel there’s too 
much balking, either.” 

"There is a definite blurring 
of the sex roles,” Smith said, 
"and I’m not saying this in a 
negative sense either. This 
overlapping of interests gives 
both sexes wider roles.” 

The youngsters, too, have 
certain jobs to do whether it’s 
looking after younger children 
or cooking, Mrs. Mandigo said. 

"One working mother in our 
office rarely cooks an evening 
meal,” Mrs. Mandigo said. 
"When she gets home, her 
teen-age daughters have al¬ 
ready cooked and done some 
straightening of the house. 
It’s teamwork.” 

Parents now consult children 
on decision making, especially 
where money is involved. 
! "This is good experience for 
' the youngster,” one economist 
said.

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Scout Dogs 
Flush Enemy 
For Viet GIs 

FT. BENNING, Ga. (UPI) 
— This giant military base is 
renowned as the Army’s in¬ 
fantry center. But it also is 
becoming a center of training 
for a "soldier” officially listed 
as equipment and considered 
a vital weapon for the war in 
Vietnam. 

The only facility providing 
scout dogs for the Armed 
forces is located here and 
they have repeatedly proved 
their value in the rice paddies 
and jungles of Southeast 
Asia. 

Scout dogs are not the same 
as sentry dogs. The latter are 
trained to attack an enemy. 
Scout dogs, on the other hand, 
only provide more sensitive 
eyes, ears and noses for the 
infantryman trying to smell 
out an ambush before it hap¬ 
pens. 

One dog. Tiger, located a 
300-man enemy ambush force 
in South Vietnam and alerted 
an American unit of 200. The 
U.S. detachment handed the 
communist soldiers a severe 
defeat. But Tiger was one of 
the Americans killed in the 
battle. 

John W. McKinney, 
commanding officer of the 
26th Infantry Scout Dog Pla¬ 
toon, says scout dogs, Ger¬ 
man Shepherds or a mixed 
breed of high German Shep¬ 
herd content, can detect a 
four-man unit up to 137 yards 
away 93 percent of the time. 
A lone enemy can be detected 
85 to 87 per cent of the time 
up to 82 yards away. 

The dogs are valuable not 
only in locating the enemy, 
but also his weapons and 
traps. McKinney says explo¬ 
sives have a smell the dogs 
can detect. Preservatives on 
metal also give off a scent 
the dogs are trained to seek. 
A light breeze blowing over 
a booby trap wire gives off 
a faint sound only the dogs’ 
cars pick up. 

Dog handlers are trained to 
spot the slightest sign of trou¬ 
ble shown by the scouts. 

McKinney says only Ger¬ 
man Shepherds readily adapt 
to the task because of their 
intelligence and ability to 
grow a long or short coat, de¬ 
pending upon the climate.

Sales Boom In 
Outdoor Lighting

NEW YORK (UPI)—Where 
once a family "kept a lamp 
burning in the window” at 
night, chances are now that 
same family is lighting up the 
backyard too. 

Night lighting, an accepted 
saftey practice to prevent \ 
household accidents and repel 
prowlers, no longer is confined 
to residential indoor applica¬ 
tions. And safety, although 
still a major contributor to 
sales of outdoor lighting equip¬ 
ment, no longer is the primary 
reason behind the trend tow¬ 
ard "lighting up the land¬ 
scape,” according to Melvin 
Schneider vice president of 
Slater Electric Inc., Glen Cove, 
N.Y. 

Schneider says "much of the 
growth in residential exterior 
illumination stems from recre-1 
ational, decorative and conve-' 
nience installations.” 

Whether they own a spacious j 
country estate, more modest | 
suburban patio or a handker -1 
chief size apartment terrace, j 
American families are using 
the space for dining recreation, 
entertaining. And, as they 
move outdoors, they are work¬ 
ing to improve and decorate 
these areas as they do their 
home interiors 

The move outdoors, Schnei¬ 
der noted, has been fostered 
by development of new devices 
which light up backyard land¬ 
scapes, repel night-flying in¬ 
sects, cool or heat outdoor 
work and play areas and in 
general enhance the saftey, 
comfort and appearance of 
the home. 

Outdoor lighting, for exam¬ 
ple, has added both new di¬ 
mension and extra hours to 
backyard living, Schneider 
noted. He cited as examples 
the floodlighting of backyard 
recreational areas, swimming 
pools, tennis courts, etc., cin- 
trolled beam uplighting to cre¬ 
ate ornamental effects on trees 
and shrubs, the use of low- 
level fixtures for outlining 
flower borders. 

General diffusers — globes, 
lanterns, bubbles — brighten 
work and play areas, while 
color and spot lighting add a 
festive note to patio and ter¬ 
race dining areas. In addition, 
of course, Schneider said, 
there are innumerable practi¬ 
cal safety applications such 
as casting light on steps, 
paths, porches and entrance 
areas. 

Weatherproof photoelectric 
control switches automatically 
turn on at dusk, off at dawn 
garage or porch night lights, 
post lanterns, lighting for 
driveways and walks. Pilot 
light switches, located indoors, 
have a handle which glows to 
indicate when a light at a re¬ 
mote spot is operating. 

Time delay switches will turn 
off lights automatically after 
a stated interval, giving the 
occupant time, for instance, to 
walk from garage into the 
house. 

Environmental control out¬ 
doors extends even to the 
weather. Homeowners now can 
order cooling breezes delivered 
to patios on hot muggy nights 
via powerful adjustable fans, 
capable of moving masses of 
air across large areas. Many 
are two or three speed reversi¬ 
ble models whose flow can be 
regulated according to the 
needs of the moment. 

For chilly spring and fall 
evenings, there are outdoor 
heaters — gas and electric 
models as well as quartz 
lamps which give both heat 
and light. And, for the swim¬ 
ming pool owner, there is 
equipment for heating the 
water to extend the swim¬ 
ming season. 

To take the “bugs” out of 
an illuminated landscape, 
home-owners have a variety 
of equipment available. Yel¬ 
low lights in outdoor fixtures 
will eliminate most of the 
light insects see. Electric in¬ 
sect traps can be installed 
away from living areas to 
attract and dispose of flying 
insects. There are numerous 
devices for dispensing In¬ 
secticides, including automat¬ 
ic electric foggers. 

Screened porches or free 
standing screened gazebos 
are growing in popularity for 
dining or such activities as 
reading and Card playing. 

There is an ever-growing 
variety of furniture for out- \ 
door living and outdoor cook¬ 
ing facilities may range from 
simple charcoal grills to elab¬ 
orate outdoor kitchens featur¬ 
ing refrigerators, sinks and 
electric or gas grills. 

Key-operated locking-type 
electric switches are availa¬ 
ble for pool lighting, electric 
barbecues and the like to pre¬ 
vent activation by children or 
unauthorized persons.

“New Look” Advancing 
Vocational Education

NEW YORK (UPI-)—Voca¬ 
tional education no longer 
rate? as a dumping ground 
populated by slow learners 
and hapless types. 

In dozens of communities, 
youngsters who won’t go on 
to c'liege receive intensive 
training in occupations rang¬ 
ing frrm auto mechanics and 
drafting to beauty culture 
and welding. 

Rather than being academ¬ 
ic misfits, students partici¬ 
pating in the new style of 
vocational education are 
known as candoers. 

Some fuel for the revolu¬ 
tion in vocational education 
comes from Uncle Sam. In 
fiscal 1967, for example, $273 
million in federal money 
will be spent on the can-do 
courses. 

During the same year, ac¬ 
cording to a report in “Na¬ 
tion’s Schools,” journal for 
administrators, local and 
state governments, ear¬ 
marked $552 million for vo¬ 
cational education. 

The trend is to area voca¬ 
tional schools. This yfear 
there are nearly 800 such 
schools and by 1975 the esti¬ 
mate is for 1.800. 

These draw students across 
district lines and are huge, 
beautiful and expensive 
schools One under construc¬ 
tion in Dallas, Tex., will cost 
$11 million and enroll 8,000 
pupils. 

“Schools must assume re¬ 
sponsibility for getting stu¬ 
dents directly into the work 
force, just as they assume re¬ 
sponsibility for getting kids 
into cc lieges,” says Grant 
Venn, an authority on voca¬ 
tional education with the U.S. 
Office of Education (USOE). 

Some of the “new look’ 
projects: 

—In Perrysburg, O., Penta 
County Vocational School and 
Technical College is in the 
middle of an «80-acre indus¬ 
trial park. The school is open 
16 hours a day, seven days a 
week year round. The school 
has become a magnet for in¬ 
dustry. A new .auto plant 
nearby will employ 12,000; 
other rew industries plan to 
employ more than 6,000. 

—In St. Paul, Minn., an $8 
million vocational park on a 
22-acre site accommodates 
1,300 students. The major 
labs indude those devoted to 
chemistry, metallurgy, hy¬ 
draulics, pneumatics and el¬ 
ectronics. 

—In Fairless Hills, Pa., the 
Bucks County Technical 
School is a school-away-from- 
school for students from five 
district high schools. They 
attend on a half-time basis. 
Students take academic sub¬ 
jects at their home high 
schools. This system avoids 
duplication of vocational fa¬ 
cilities in neighboring high 


schools and minimizes capi¬ 
tal outlay. 

—In Des Moines, la., Tech¬ 
nical High runs a part-tim# 
cooperative training program, 
as part of its new-look in vo¬ 
cational education. Qualified 
seniors work in the field for 
half days. Nearly all stu¬ 
dents in communications 
electronics acquire FCC en¬ 
gineering licenses before 
graduation. During training, 
they work as engineers in the 
school s radio and television 
stations. 

—In Chicago, Jones Com¬ 
mercial High looks more like 
an office building than a high 
school. Student attire adds 
to the impression. Female 
students, for example, must 
wear two-inch heels, stock¬ 
ings and hats. Courses in¬ 
clude a personality develop¬ 
ment program, a grooming 
program. Grooming labora¬ 
tories contain shampoo bas¬ 
ins, hair dryers. 

—In Allentown, Pa., six- 
week work and study cycles 
make up a special coopera¬ 
tive work program at William 
Allen High School. Local in¬ 
dustries are active partners, 
assuming a part of teaching 
responsibilities. One meas¬ 
ure of the program’s success: 
more than 85 per cent of the 
boys s'ay on with their teach¬ 
ing-employers after gradua¬ 
tion, reports John T. Shuman, 
assistant superintendent of 
schools.

Pioneer Program 
For Deaf Adults 
Termed ‘'Unique” 

Deaf students from three 
itates are participating in an 
eight-week rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram at Morgan Memorial 
to help prepare them for life 
in the world and for outside 
employment. 

The youthful group is en¬ 
rolled at the Morgan’s New 
Er.glard Rehabilitation - For - 
Work Center, 927 Washington 
Street. Boston, in the pioneer¬ 
ing Deaf Adult Project. 

The students come from the 
American School for the Deaf, 
Northampton, Mass; Lexing¬ 
ton School for the Deaf. New 
York City; Boston School for 
the Deaf, Randolph, Mass., 
and the Horace Mann School 
for the Deaf, Boston, Mass. 

Clifford A. Lawrence of An¬ 
dover, Project director, sta¬ 
ted that the program for the 
balanced cultural, social, ed¬ 
ucational and vocational pro¬ 
gram to help them “partici¬ 
pate more meaningfully in 
school and in life.’’ 

The program gained im¬ 
petus after parents of deaf 
students had urged that a 
special program be estab¬ 
lished to make better use of 
summer vacation time of 
deaf students. 

Coe perating in the project 
are <he Massachusetts Reha- 
bil.tation Commission; the Di¬ 
vision of Special Education in 
the State Department of Edu¬ 
cation; and parents of deaf 
children. 

The students range in age 
from 15 to 21 years. The staff 
includes trained teachers of 
the deaf, and graduate stu¬ 
dents of Gallaudet College. 
Washington. D. C., the only 
college in the world exclu¬ 
sively for deaf students. 

The deaf youths will be en- i 
couraged to meet and mingle I 
with groups their own age, to i 
participate in voluntary ser- j 
vice settings, and to take part i 
in social and reareatioinpl 
activities such as field trips 
to cuUural and educational 
centers. They will also be in¬ 
troduced to the basic re¬ 
quirements of competitive 
employment. 

Commenting on the proj¬ 
ect, Lawrence said it is be¬ 
lieved the program is unique 
in New England, and in the 
nation, being the first pre-con- 
cerled effort by representa- 
lives of special education, 
state vocational rehabilitation,

One well known pollster re¬ 
ported this week that New 
York’s Governor Nelson is the 
GOP’s strongest Presidential 
prospect in the East, the Mid¬ 
dle West and the Far West. 
Rocky is the weakest of the 
cording to the pollster, would 
Republican possibilities in the 
South. 

The best GOP bet in next 
year's Presidential election, ac¬ 
he a ticket of Rockefeller for 
President and California Gov¬ 
ernor Ronald Reagan for \ ice 
President. Reagan was picked 
as Rocky’s running mate be¬ 
cause of the pollster's belief 
he would holster the New \ork 
Governor in the South where 
Rockefeller's popularity does 
not stand up. 

At about the same time this 
appraisal was issued, a highly 
respected political expert de¬ 
clared that former Vice Presi¬ 
dent Richard M. Nixon is 
leading all other Republicans 
in tests of sentiment among Re¬ 
publican, Democratic and In¬ 
dependent voters. 

He quoted a poll taken by 
Opinion Research Corporation 
which showed Nixon running 
a whopping 37 per cent ahead 
of Michigan Governor George 
Romney among Republicans in 
New Hampshire where the na¬ 
tion's first Presidential Pri¬ 
mary will be waged next 
March. 

On that basis Romney 
should he asking Governor 
Volpe to take on Nixon in the 
Granite State instead of plead¬ 
ing with him to stand aside and 
allow’ Romney to engage in a 
test of’strength with the for¬ 
mer Vice President. 

There would appear to be 
some inconsistencies in both re¬ 
ports. The first pollster found 
that 22 per cent of the persons 
questioned felt thqt Rockefeller 
was wrong to divorce his first 
wife and remarry. 

While this is a decided drop 
below’ similar figures for 1964 
when Rocky’s divorce was 
fresher in mind and 36 per 
cent of the people polled criti¬ 
cized him, it still represents a 
very substantial bloc of voters 
who may he hostile to Rocke¬ 
feller because «f his divorce 
and remarriage.

2 Murderers Slated 
To Die In September 

Two convicted murderers — 
John Kerrigan and Charles 
Tracy—are scheduled to die in 
the electric chair at the Wal¬ 
pole State Prison early in 
September unless something 
occurs to stay their sentences. 
Both men were sentenced to 
death for killing police officers. 

Seven other men also are in 
Death Row at the Walpole 
Prison although a showdown in 
their cases is not as close as 
for Kerrigan and Tracy. 

Governor Volpe has tried 
to suspend the death penalty 
in Massachusetts while a study 
is made to determine whether 
it is a deterrent to murder. 

Such a proposal has been 
rejected twice by the House of 
Representatives and now is 
probably headed for a third 
defeat. 

A legal question has been 
raised not only in Massachu¬ 
setts hut also in California and 
Florida as to whether capital 
punishment is constitutional. 

The issue involved is 
whether death by execution 
represents “cruel and unusual 
punishment.” 

Chairman Joseph F. McCor¬ 
mack of the Massachusetts 
Parole Board has requested 
the State Bar Association to 
start court actior to test the 
constitutionality of the death 
penalty in this Commonwealth. 

The question eventually will 
be determined by the U S. Su¬ 
preme Court. 

This undoubtedly w ill result 
in moves for new reprie\es 
for Kerrigan and Tracy. 

The argument already is 
being advanced that the two 
murderers could not he 
brought hack to life if they 
were executed and a court 
then ruled that it was unconsti¬ 
tutional to put them to death. 

Governor Volpe in all prob¬ 
ability will recommend stays 
of execution for both Tracy 
and Kerrigan. Whether the Ex¬ 
ecutive Council will assent to 
the reprieves, howe\er, is an¬ 
other matter. 

A Massachusetts Governor 
cannot pick up a telephone, 
call the warden and postpone 
an electrocution just as the 
condemned man is about to 
take the last fateful walk to the 
electric chair, as has been pic¬ 
tured in the movies.

When you’re 
playing together,it is a rich 
source of communication and 
pleasure. Even though you 
work hard at duo playing, it 
almost takes on a form of 
recreation.” 

Kanwischer was born in 
Rochester, N.Y., and holds a 
bachelor of music degree from 
Ohio’s Heidelberg College and 
a master degree from Michi¬ 
gan State University. 

During several years of resi¬ 
dence in San Francisco, Calif., 
Kanwischer w’on a Young Ar¬ 
tists audition, and w’as solo¬ 
ist with the San Francisco 
Symphony Orchestra. Between 
1959 and 1962 he presented 
many concerts in the Bay 
area, and made radio and 
television appearances. 

In the Boston area, the 
Kanwischers have presented 
duo and duet piano concerts 
at Jordan Hall, the Gardner 
Museum and in lecture recitals 
for children in the Newton 
public schools. They also have 
performed duo piano recitals 
for many university audiences. 

This spring the talented hus¬ 
band and wife piano team of¬ 
fered solo and duo concerts at 
London's Wigmore Hall. 

The Kanwischers have a 
five-year-old daughter, Sylvia, 
and they live at 24 Cedar 
Street. Will Sylvia follow' her 
parents’ example? Father says 
Sylvia enjoys ‘‘playing at the 
piano” but has had no formal 
training as yet.

ANTS AND EARWIGS: Two 
I common pests around the 
1 home these days are ants and 

I 1 earwigs. Everyone knows what 
ants are. Earwigs are those 
pests with a pair of pincers 
on the tail end. It’s seldom 
that anyone ever gets bitten 
by either an ant or earwig, 
yet they are a real nuisance. 
Ants crawl inside homes via 
cracks in walls, under doors 
and cellar ways. Earwigs gain 
entrance by means of flow¬ 
ers, fruits and vegetables 
brought inside. Also by means 
of newspapers, laundry and 
other items brought indoors. 

CONTROL: Scatter some 
chlordane along the foundation 
of your home. That’s about 
the only way you can keep 
! these pests down. 

LILAC DISEASES: Ever 
! have a liliac bush suddenly 
J turn black, wilt and die back 
i several inches? This trouble is 
a blight due to bacteria and 
certain fungi. Its worse in 
I wet weather since the organ- 
! isms are spread by splashed 
I water. 

CONTROL: Prune out the 
| infected shoots immediately 
and burn. Make the cut sev¬ 
eral inches below the blighted 
area, so as not to spread it 
I wR u your cutting tool. 

Powdery . lildew is worse 
I this year due to ample rains. 
Dust the plants with sulfur 
! or Karathane. Lilac borers 
may be present in some of 
your lilac twigs. The entire 
branch wilts and dies, and 
you may see “sawdust” at the 
I base. Prune out infected 
| shoots and burn. Any dead 
I wood should be cut out also.

LAWN WEEDS: Creeping 
I Charlie is a small weed which 
j will take over your lawn in a 
jiffy. It has leaves about the 
size of a quarter, and where- 
ever it touches the ground it 
takes root. If you mow it 
with a mower, pieces will even 
i root. C ntrol: try 2, 4-D weed- 
I killer on it. 

This may not always work. 

| Handpulling is helpful and is 
! the only thing you can do 
when the weed has invaded a 


flower bed. Bindweed is an¬ 
other serious pest and I have¬ 
n’t found a good cure for it. 
Some folks say that white 
distilled vinegar will check it. 
Please write and tell me if you 
have had success using it. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 
“Please tell me if a fuchsia 
plant can be cut back now. 
Ours is outdoors now, tall and 
gangly.” 

Answer: Yes, you can cut 
the top back now to make 
it bushy. Start new plants by 
rooting in fall, instead of 
bringing in the old mother 
plant.

How To Fit 
Young Feet 

Life is no much more 
pleasant for the grammar 
school gang when shoes are 
properly selected. 

That’s a good maxim for 
Mom and Dad to keep in 
mind, as they take up the 
projec' of outfitting the 
youngsters’ feet for school. 
Here are some tips for par¬ 
ents to follow’ when consid¬ 
ering footwear fit, construc¬ 
tion and materials, as sug¬ 
gested by leather Industries 
of America. 

To assure correct fit, shoe 
salesmen should measure 
each foot while It is bearing 
the child's full weight. Shoes 
should he three-quarters of 
an inch longer than the long¬ 
est toe on the largest foot. 
No gaps should appear at 
sides or heels. 

Shoe materials are also a 
factor. In shoes of all leatli- 
r construction, the leather 
molds itself naturally to the 
foot’s shape, and the leath¬ 
er soles offer sturdy sup¬ 
port. 

In choosing shoes of prop¬ 
er construction, check to see 
that the counter of the shoe 
is firm, but not so hard as 
to cause heel blisters. Ex- 
-- *-e inside seams for 
roughness. 


Postmaster Martin reported 
today that approximately 26 
businessmen and other inter¬ 
ested persons from the Bos¬ 
ton area, have made arrange¬ 
ments to attend the National 
Postal Forum in Washington, 
D.C. 

“Superlative Postal Service 
—How, Why and When” is 
the theme of the Forum 
which is scheduled for Sep¬ 
tember 14 and 15. 

Postmaster General Law¬ 
rence F. O'Brien has called 
the Forum a major attempt 
to identify the postal needs 
of individuals and groups who 
use the mail service. 

“The many critical issues 
facing the Postal Service to¬ 
day make this an appropriate 
and important time for a full- 
scale national discussion of 
postal policy,” Mr. O’Brien 
said. 

Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey will climax the 
two-day meeting with an ad¬ 
dress at the closing banquet 
on September 15. 

Frederick R. Kappel, for¬ 
mer Chairman of the Board 
of American Telephone and 
Telegraph and now head of 
the President’s Commission 
on Postal Organization, will 
speak at the Forum. 

Also, Miss Berry Furness, 
special assistant to the Presi¬ 
dent for Consumer Affairs, 
will speak at the first day 
luncheon. 

More than a dozen question- 
and-answer panel sessions 
are planned to give specific 
groups and individuals an op¬ 


portunity to discuss their 
postal service needs. 

Topics of these panels in¬ 
clude sVandardization of mail, 
parcel post, the Post Office 
Department cost ascertain¬ 
ment system, transportation, 
research and engineering, 
mailing needs of financial in¬ 
stitutions, presorting of mail, 
mailing needs of the publish¬ 
ing industry, the cost to busi¬ 
nessmen of postal fraud and 
others. 

In addition to the regular 
list of question and answer 
panel sessions, more than 20 
U.S. Representatives and at 
least eight U.S. Senators have 
agreed to sit on a special 
Congressional panel. David 
Brinkley will moderate the 
Congressional session. 

Walter Cronkite also will 
take part in the Forum. 

The National Postal Forum 
is an outgrowth of the De¬ 
partment’s Nation-w’ide Im¬ 
proved Mail Service (NIMS) 
program, in which almost 
20,000 businessmen and 
others serve on NIMS coun¬ 
cils in 350 cities across the 
Nation. 

The councils work with 
their local postmasters on 
mailing problems of mutual 
concern, such as mail service 
within business buildings, ad¬ 
vance warning to the Depart¬ 
ment on surges of mail vol¬ 
ume and early-in-the-day 
mailing to avoid peak eve¬ 
ning and night hours. 

Businesses send about 80 
percent of total mail, and the 
NIMS program has proven to j

previously no zone in which 
the town house kind of con¬ 
struction was allowed in New¬ 
ton. The aldermen have now 
revised the laws to permit 
this type of construction in 
some already existing zones. 

Eleven conditions speci¬ 
fying sueli requirements as 
setbacks from lot lines, num¬ 
ber of parking spaces nec¬ 
essary, ratio of floor space 
to total land area permit¬ 
ted, etc. were built into the 
new amendment. 

Following are the require¬ 
ments which would have to 
be met before authorization 
would be given for the erec¬ 
tion of the “town houses”: 

(1) Each attached dwelling 
shall be occupied by not more 
than one family. 

(2) No row of attached 
dwellings shall consist of less 
than four nor more than eight 
such units. 

(3) Each attached dwell- 
ing shall he a minimum of 
20 feet wide, measured be¬ 
tween party walls. 

(4) There shall be provided 
for each attached dwelling, in 
the aggregate, a minimum of 
3500 square feet of land area, 
and there shall be provided 
for each attached dwelling in 
the aggregate, a minimum of 
25 feet of lot width. The word 
lot as used herein shall have 
the same meaning as the 
word lot in Section 25-13 and 
lot width shall be measured in 
accordance with said section. 

(5) The ratio of the 
gross floor area of all 
buildings in a single devel¬ 
opment to the total land 
area of the single develop¬ 
ment shall not exceed 0.75 

(6) Not less than 30', of 
the land area in the single de¬ 
velopment shall be free from 
structures, streets, parking 
area, drives, walkways or 
other constructed approaches 
or service area and shall be 
attractively landscaped and 
maintained. 

(7) The minimum setback 
line applicable to attached 
dwellings shall be 25 feet. 

■ (81 A 20-foot side yard 
shall be required at the side 
lot line at the end of each 
row of attached dwellings, and 
no building shall be closer to 
any other building in the sin¬ 
gle development than 25 feet. 

(9) No attached dwelling 
shall be constructed nearer 
than 25 feet to any rear lot 
line. 

(10) Inner courts shall not 
be permitted in attached 
dwelling developments. No 
outer court shall have a 
width less than l l 2 times the 
average height of the sur¬ 
rounding walls nor a depth 
greater than its own width. 

(11) Parking space shall be 
provided on the premises on 
a basis of 11* parking spaces 
for each attached dwelling 
unit. No parking space shall 
be located within the required 
setback distances from a 
street and from the side and 
rear yard lines.

Morally Better That U.S. 
Lose War, Says Minister 


‘In all candor I must say 
that it is mjrally better for 
us to lose than to win in 
Vietnam.’ This was the mes¬ 
sage of a short talk given by 
the Reverend Paul Deats to 
the August 23rd ‘Peaceful 
Wednesday’ program of New¬ 
ton Vietnam Summer. 

Dr. Deats, who teaches at 
the Boston University School 
of Theology, explained that if 
the U.S. wins in Vietnam the 
victory will strengthen danger¬ 
ous forces of reaction all over 
the world. He expressed the 
hope that the U.S. can extri¬ 
cate itself, but if this is not 
possible then defeat is prefer¬ 
able to victory. 

The title given to the eve¬ 
ning’s discussion was ‘Moral 
Perspectives on the War.’ Us¬ 
ing this as his cue, Rev. Deats 
examined the moral postures 
of both sides. We picture our¬ 
selves as being righteous and 
seeking good ends by moral 
means and we see the other 
side as unscrupulous and im¬ 
moral. 

In reality, Dr. Deats said, 
we are fighting for the wrong 
ends with means that are 
damaging to Vietnam. ‘Worse 
than to fight for wrong ends,’ 
he declared, ‘is to delude our¬ 
selves and pretend we fight 
for more noble ends than we 
do.’ 

Condemning the use of ter¬ 
ror by the N.L.F., Rev. Deats 
asked his audience if there 
really is any difference be¬ 
tween the terror of the knife 
and the terror of napalm. To 
bring his point home he of¬ 
fered an illustration. Let us 
suppose that there are two 
factions in Newton, each seek¬ 
ing power by force. One fac¬ 
tion in the middle of the night 
slits the throats of the Mayor, 
the Chief of Police, the Aider- 
men and so forth. 

The second faction flies over¬ 
head and bombs New’ton Cor¬ 
ner. W’hich faction, Rev. Deats 
asked, is morally preferable 
and to which group are the 
people likely to give alle- 
glnce? 

Rev. Deats’ remarks were 
greeted with applause. 

The second speaker, Rabbi 
Sanford Seltzer of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congre¬ 
gations, addressed himself 
particularly to the question 
of the participation of organ¬ 
ized religion in wars. 

Organized religion, he said, 
has usually been wrong about 
wars. Traditionally religion 
has blessed the cannon on both 
sides. Each army has gone to 
battle with God officially on 
its side. Rabbi Seltzer was 
emphatic in asking for a 
thorough reexamination of the 
participation of clergy in the 
military. 

Perhaps the function of mil¬ 
itary chaplains should be 
changed, he suggested or per¬ 
haps the churches and syna¬ 
gogues should not encourage 
their clergy to serve with the 
military. 

Rabb : Seltzer went on to 
talk about the ethical diffi¬ 


culties involved in counselling 
opposition to war. It is very 
difficult, he said, for a rabbi 
who is himself free from the 
threat of prosecution to tell 
a young man that he should 
refuse induction. 

The third speaker for the 
evening was Father Rafferty 
of the St. Philip Neri Church 
in Waban. Fr. Rafferty gave 
his audience a brief lesson in 
church history. He explained 
the development of Christian 
pacifist thinking in the early 
period of persecution and the 
later development of the ‘Just 
War’ idea by St. Augustine. 

Fr. Rafferty made it clear 
that he believes the Church 
has a clear basis for moral 
judgement on the matter of 
warfare but that it does not 
always apply the criteria. He 
cited specific measures taken 
by the Church in the Middle 
Ages to control war. 

The truce of God and the 
peace of God movements 
banned fighting on certain 
days of the week and times 
of the year. The general con¬ 
clusion seemed to be that 
‘Peaceful Wednesdays’ are not 
such a new thing after all. 

Following the clergy panel, 
Rev. Deats chaired an open 
meeting of all present. The 
purrose of this session was 
to give those who have par¬ 
ticipated in Vietnam Summer 
in various capacities the 
chance to speak out. 

The discussion centered on 
the vital questions of what 
happens to Newton Vietnam 
Summer in the autumn and 
will given fuller coverage at 
the August 30th meeting, fol¬ 
lowing the presentation by 
Pat Griffiths — a Wellesley 
housewife who recently visit- 
North Vietnam. All meetings 
are held at the Eliot Church 
in Newton Corner at 8:00 p.m.

North Vietnam Visitor To 
Tell Her Story In Newton

Notlh Vietnam is probably I 
the least likely place for a 
Wellesley housewife to spend a 
hohday - and then invite the 
neighbors in to chat about 
tne sights! 

But that is exactly what 
Mrs. Pat Griffiths has done, 
and this coming Wednesday 
evening, August 30, she is 
inviting all who are interested 
to come and hear what her 
eleven days in North Vietnam 
were like. 

She will speak at the week¬ 
ly Peaceful Wednesday pro¬ 
gram of Newton Vietnam 
Summer, at the Eliot Church 
(474 Centre Street, Newton 
Cornu), at 8:00. 

Mrs. Griffiths is a 32-year- 
old housewife and mother of 
four. Her husband works at 
the Educational Development 
Cenitr in Newton. Mrs. Grif¬ 
fiths grew up in Corpus 
Christi, Texas and attended 
.Southern Methodist Univer¬ 
sity in Dallas. 

Mrs Griffiths last year made 
plans to visit North Vietnam 
together with three other 
American women who, like 
her, we re concerned about our 
involvement in Vietnam. 

The four ladies set out last 
December on the most acces¬ 
sible ioute to North Vietnam- 
through Russia and China - 
and after four or five days 
in Moscow—and a week in 
China they arrived in North 
Vietnam. 

Fcr eleven days, over 
Christmas and New Year, 
Mr*-.. Griffiths travelled 
through North Vietnam, visit¬ 
ing places of her own choice. 
Travelling by night in a 
camouflaged jeep with no 
headbghts (to stay clear of 
the bombing), never averag-; 
ing more than 15 miles an 
hour, she visited schools, 
villages, farms, and factories. 
She stated that she was free j 
to take photographs every¬ 
where. and brought back 
a numerous collection of them. 
The U.S. Customs confisca¬ 
ted them upon her return, 
although she expects to re¬ 
ceive them back through 
legal proceedings. 

After her return, Mrs. Grif¬ 
fiths made a four-month 
speaking tour of the United 
Stales. She spoke in large 
cities here on the East Coast, 
in San Francisco and Chicago, 
and also in smaller towns in 
Wisconsin, Michigan, and Vir¬ 
ginia. She wrote a series of 
articles for the Associated 
Press which ran in 50 or 60 
papers in the country.

Episcopal Group 
Urges Updating 
Of Seminaries 

NEW YORK (UPI)—Simon 
Episcopius, a Dutch theolo¬ 
gian (1583-1643), probably 
would be delighted with his 
present-day disciples who 
have come to grips with an¬ 
other of the many problems 
his followers have faced and 
conquered. 

He endured scorn and exile 
and died seven years before 
publication of his “Institu- 
tiones Theologicae” estab¬ 
lished the doctrine of the Re¬ 
monstrants that became the 
cornerstone of the Episcopal 
Church. Simon Episcopius’ 
j avowed aim was to present 
Christianity in a practical as¬ 
pect and to liberate theology 
from too rigid limitations of 
theory and ecclesiasticism. 

Now a group of concerned 
laymen has taken a look at 
the practical aspect of their 
Church and comes to the con¬ 
clusion that today’s semina¬ 
rians aren’t as well trained 
as they should be. And the 
laymen, who are the progres¬ 
sive activists of the Episcopal 
Church Foundation, are doing 
something about it. 

Part of a comprehensive 
18-month study of theological 
education was devoted to the 
training of seminarians and 
recognition of a need to make 
the ministry more appealing 
to vocation-seeking young 
men. It revealed that one- 
third of the current clergy in 
the Episcopal Church have 
not had a complete seminary 
education, with only 60 per¬ 
cent receiving degrees from a 
college or university and one 
of the 11 accredited semina¬ 
ries of the Church. 

Dr. Nathan M. Pusey, a di¬ 
rector of the Episcopal 
Church Foundation and presi¬ 
dent of Harvard University,

This will help 
prevent future restrictions on 
your movements."

One-third of the congrega¬ 
tions number fewer than 100 
communicants and ministers 
receive a median salary of 
only about $6,000. In other 
words, about half received 
less than that amount, which 
is hardly enough to attract 
capable young men.” 

Many of the young clergy¬ 
men find it difficult to raise 
and support a family on pres¬ 
ent salaries. Others feel their 
training has been too remote 
from the present world, that 
they feel unprepared to prac¬ 
tice their vocation and need 
help interpreting the Gospel 
to today’s congregations. 

Dr. Pusey also said teach¬ 
ing methods in the semina¬ 
ries frequently are outdated 
and not abreast of the best 
current thought. 

“Studies are too traditional, 
too dated, and are weak in 
field education and the edu¬ 
cation of the laity,’’ he said. 
“Field education must be ex¬ 
panded. To try their effect¬ 
iveness, the students should 
move out of the protected 
church situations and have 
experienced in the world of 
business and industry, as well 
as in the hospitals and 
slums.” 

Financing is a major prob¬ 
lem in seeking to improve the 
quality of the Church’s educa¬ 
tional system, said Dr. Pusey. 
He noted that the cost of theo¬ 
logical education has been 
doubling every decade, and 
that while general education 
derives about half its support 
from government sources, 
such funds are not available 
to theological schools. 

Dr. Pusey’s committee has 
recommended establishment 
of a permanent Board of 
Theological Education. The 
recommendation will be acted 
upon at the church’s general 
convention to be held in Se¬ 
attle on Sept. 17-27. 

The proposed Board would 
consist of from eight to 10 
members appointed by the 
presiding Bishop of the 
Church for terms of three or 
four years.

BODY OF ROCKWELL SECRETLY CREMATED 

[ GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELLS body was secretl; 
I cremated yesterday when followers of the assassinatet 
I American Nazi leader were unable to find a cemetery for « 
[swastika-splashed funeral. Confirming Rockwell had beei 
[cremated at midmorning, party leaders said his ashes wen 
| under armed guard at the Nazi party headquarters, at Arlinj 
ton, Va. 

Thus ended five days of confusion ovar what would happci 
I to the remains of the 49-year-old hater of Jews and Negroes 
who was slain Friday in a parking lot ambush. The decision 
to cremate Rockwell came after the Army had denied the 
Nazis permission to bury him in a national cemetery at Cul¬ 
peper, Va. 

MARSHALL CONFIRMEO AS SUPREME COURT JUSTICE 

THURGOOD MARSHALL, the great-grandson of a slave, 
yesterday won Senate confirmation as the first Negro Su¬ 
preme Court Justice despite southern opposition. 

The roll-call vote came after hours of speeches by southern 
senators against the U.S. Solicitor General whose legal tri¬ 
umphs as a civil rights lawyer include the historic 1954 Su¬ 
preme Court decision outlawing school segregation. The vote 
was 69-11 for confirmation. 

FIREMEN APPEAL FOR LAWS TO PROTECT THEM IN RIOTS 

SEN. EDWARD M. KENNEDY, asked a panel of firefight¬ 
ers Wednesday whether an antiriot bill would act as a deter- 
ent to endangering firemen when local and state laws had 
not. Chief Edward Wall of Newark, N.J., said it would. 

“By recognizing it as a national problem — or as a national 
tragedy which is what it is — it will act as a deterent,” Wall 
told the Senate Judiciary Committee. Wall was among a 
panel of firefighters who told the Senate hearing their men 
are “sitting ducks” for snipers, rock throwers and bottle toss- 
•rs during city riots. They urged a special federal law to 
protect firemen. 

SEASON’S FIRST TROPICAL STORM SPAWNED IN ATLANTIC 

THE FIRST TROPICAL STORM of the season sprung up 
in the Atlantic yesterday but forecasters in Miami — while 
reluctant “to take anyone off the hook this early” — said 
chances were “rather remote the storm will affect the main¬ 
land.” 

Named Arlene, the fast-building disturbance was generat¬ 
ing top winds of 60 miles per hour and was expected to blos- 
gom into a full fledged hurricane with 75 mph winds by today. 
An advisory on Arlene placed the center of the disturbance 
more than 2,000 miles east-southeast of Miami.

LEGION DEMANDS LIFTING OF NO. VIET BOMBING CURBS 

THE AMERICAN LEGION yesterday demanded an Im¬ 
mediate lifting of bombing restrictions over North Vietnam 
and strongly recommended the closing of Haiphong Harbor 
“by whatever military means are considered most feasible 
and effective.” 

The legion, after condemning recent outbreaks of racial 
violence, called on Congress to investigate the activities of 
Black Power advocate Stokely Carmichael, a Trinidad native, 
to determine whether he should be denied citizenship. 

The legion’s actions came in the form of resolutions 
which were adopted unanimously without debate during the 
©rganzation’s 49th annual national convention in Boston. 

TAURO CAN’T SEE INSURANCE PLAN AIDING COURTS 

GOVERNOR VOLPE yesterday released a letter from 
Superior Court Chief Justice G. Joseph Tauro which deflated 
arguments the Keeton-O'Connell basic protection insurance 
plan would reduce case loads in the state’s courts. 

The letter, dated Tuesday, said ‘‘It is my feeling that no 
one at this point can say with certainty that the enactment 
of this bill would lessen to any significant degree the work¬ 
load of the court.” 

COAST GUARD RESCUE ’COPTER DOWN AT SEA 

A COAST GUARD HELICOPTER, en route to a fishing ves- 
*el 110 miles east of here to evacuate an injured crewman, 
was forced down on Nantucket Sound late yesterday. The 
helicopter, equipped with pontoon floats, was in no danger, 
e Coast Guard spokesman said. 

Vessels were dispatched to the ’copter from Woods Hole, 
*nd the Point Brant station in Nantucket. Officials said the 
injured crewman, James Rice, 46, on the Zebu out of New 
Bedford, suffered a partially severed ring finger. 

STANKY AND HIS WHITE SOX AT FENWAY TONIGHT 

THE BRAT, EDDIE STANKY, and his hard-pressed Chic¬ 
ago White Sox are at Fenway Park tonight to open a four- 
game weekend series against the first-place Red Sox. The 
usual 30,000-plus crowd will be on hand for the expected con¬ 
tinuation of the fireworks which started last weekend in 
Chicago where the Boston team edged the White Sox 3-2 in a 
torrid series. 

Manager Dick Williams of Boston has Gary Bell as his 
starting pitcher tonight, while Stanky is expected to start 
his ace southpaw Gary Peters. Since the Red Sox edged 
Chicago in their last series, the Chisox have run up against 
the hitting doldrums in Washington and managed to score 
only one run in two defeats by the Nats. Boston, in the mean¬ 
time, took three games out of four against the New York 
Yankees. Williams’ only worry is that the 20-inning marathon 
•gainst the Yanks Tuesday night may have tired his players.

IBJ's ELECTION WATCHERS ARRIVE IN SAIGON 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON’S hand-picked delegation of elec¬ 
tion watchers arrived in Saigon Wednesday as the Viet Cong 
stepped up its terror campaign aimed at ruining Sunday’s 
presidential balloting. 

Sen. Edmund Muskie, (D. — Maine), said the 22-man 
group was assigned the task of determining whether the elec¬ 
tions are “meaningful or meaningless.” Oregon Gov. Thomas 
L. McCall said, “We will keep our fingers crossed and heads 
down and try to make some sense out of confusion.” 

‘STRIP OF DEATH’ IN VIET NEAR REALITY 

AMERICAN MILITARY LEADERS in Saigon are press¬ 
ing the Pentagon to go ahead with plans for a “strip of 
death” defense barrier across the country to choke off troops 
»nd war supplies from North Vietnam, informed sources 
•aid yesterday. 

The sources said it was believed that approval for the 
barrier would be handed down shortly. It would run 43 miles 
•long the demilitarized zone DMZ from Laos to the South 
China Sea. The idea of a Berlin wall-type barrier has been 
©n the planning boards for months. There was no indication 
what kind it would be, but experts have made several de¬ 
tailed studies of methods to cut infiltration ranging from 
massive construction down to a simple swatch cut out of 
the jungle and seeded with mines and electronic devices. 

PEKING RED GUARDS MANHANDLE BRITISH ENVOY 

CHINESE RED GUARDS seized Donald Hopson, Britain’s 
chief diplomat in Peking yesterday, forced him to bow in 
• sign of humiliation and tried to cut off his hair, reports 
to the Foreign Office In London said. 

The attack came as China hinted at a break in diplomatic 
relations. Britain was so angered that Foreign Secretary 
George Brown sent a personal note to Chines# Foreign Min¬ 
ister Chen Yi, demanding that the Chinese government “re¬ 
turn to relations conducive to proper conduct of International 
affairs.”

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Editorial . . . 

The Open Meeting Law 

We have been disturbed lately by the tendency 
of local city and town boards to go into “executive ses- 
gion” with a frequency we feel is detrimental to good 
government. We feel that very often the reasons de¬ 
clared for holding the executive sessions are not suffi¬ 
cient for such action. 

Under the law, all board meetings shall be open 
to the public and the press unless the board shall vote 
to go into executive session. It specifies: 

“Such executive session may be held only for the 
purpose of discussing, deliberating or voting on those 
matter* which by general or special statute, or federal 
grant-in-aid requirements cannot by made public, and 
those matters which if made public might adversely 
affect the public security, the financial interest of the 
district, city, town or local housing authority or the 
reputation of any person; provided, however, that the 
meetings of any such board which shall be investigating 
any board or agency of a municipal government, or 
any legislation which could ultimately change or alter 
the existing governmental structure of a city or town, 
shall at all times, be open to the public and the press, 
notwithstanding a vote of such board to go into execu¬ 
tive session.” 

Another section of the law states: “Every board 
shall maintain accurate records setting forth the action 
taken at each meeting. A SUMMARY of all matters 
voted shall be made available with reasonable prompt¬ 
ness after each meeting; provided, however, that votes 
taken in executive session may remain secret so long 
as their publication would defeat the LAWFUL purposes 
of the executive session, BUT NO LONGER. 

“The RECORDS of each meeting shall become a 
public record and be available to the public upon being 
approved; provided, however, that the records of any 
executive session may remain secret so long as their 
publication would defeat the LAWFUL purposes of the 
executive session, BUT NO LONGER. 

“In ANY matter requiring a vote of the board, 
the vote shall be by voice or roll call vote, and no secret 
or written ballot shall be used.” 

If boards violate the law, they can be compelled 
to adhere to it by an order of a justice of the State 
Supreme Court or a judge of the Superior Court. Such 
an order may be sought by three or more registered 
voters of the Commonwealth.

The site for the new library 
in Newton remained undeter-' 
mined this week but all indi¬ 
cations are that it will be 
eventually placed in Newton¬ 
ville. 

They key to the likely loca-| 
tion was seen in a statement 
of Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
last Monday when he said 
he would not oppose the New¬ 
tonville site for the new li¬ 
brary, and that he could not 
support any move to put the 
library in Newton Centre Sq. 

Although the Board of Al¬ 
dermen has yet to confirm 
either the Newtonville site, or 
the Homer street location, the 
Public Buildings Committee 
or the Board last week rec¬ 
ommended Newtonville. 

The Mayor originally favor¬ 
ed the Homer street location, 
next to City Hall, which had 
been recommended by the Li¬ 
brary Site Committee he had 
set up. 

The library trustees, how¬ 
ever, favored the Newton¬ 
ville site, 3 to 2, claiming a 
location at Homer street 
would only create another 
branch library in Newton. 

The site in Newtonville is 
at 345 Walnut street. the 
present Newtonville Library. 
The majority of trustees favor 
that location because it will 
mean elimination of one 
branch library. 

Although the Newton Centre 
site is seemingly out of the 
question, the Mayor said it 
could come up once again, if 
the Board of Aldermen is 
undecided between the two 
proposed locations. 

The Mayor said that the 
traffic and land-use problems 
would be insurmountable in 
Newton Centre to think of a 
library there. 

Public Buildings Chairman 
Melvin Dangel. said if the 
Newtonville site is chosen 
three homes will have to be 
taken to make space for the 
library

Some 800 full-time students 
are expected, including 200 
freshmen. Twelve new’ facul¬ 
ty have been hired, eight of 
which are part-time instruc¬ 
tors. The college has 83 fac¬ 
ulty members at present.

The Newton Board of Al¬ 
dermen last w’eek sliced in 
half the request of City Clerk 
Joseph H. Karlin for $18,000 
to cover Workmen’s Compen¬ 
sation payments for the re¬ 
mainder of the year.

000 more to carry the fund 
through the rest of the year. 

Because of the Aldermen 
cut his current request in 
half, it Is likely that Karlin 
will have to request more 
money from the Board be fort 
the end of the year.

prevention organization and 
supervisory safety training. 
Detailed records of all ac- 

icidenls will be gathered and 
analyzed and a safety pro¬ 
gram plan will be developed 
for all city employees. 

Supervisory personnel will 
be tra ned in accident investi¬ 
gation techniques, accident 
cause control, job hazard 
analysis and on-the-job train¬ 
ing methods. 

In the Community Traffic 
Safe!) Program, the Safety 
Council will work closely 
with the Police Department 
and the Traffic Commission 
in analyzing the already ex¬ 
cellent accident records 
system maintained by the 
Police Traffic Bureau and 
an attempt will be made to 
pinpoint high arcident fre¬ 
quency locations so that 
corrective measures may 
be instituted. 

Such measures can include 
alterations in traffic patterns 
or signals and in direct super¬ 
vision by patrolmen. The 
Safety Council will also assist 
in the school safety education 
program and will establish 
a public safety education pro¬ 
gram for the benefit of the 
general public. 

All of the above programs 
will be conducted by exist¬ 
ing municipal departments 
and employees with the 
technical assistance and 
counseling of the Massachu¬ 
setts Safety Council.

To make the 
job easier, you might follow' 
the half-dozen general rules 
listed below. 

1. Arrive early. Small babies 
are often shy with strangers, 
and need to become accus¬ 
tomed to you while the mother 
is in the room. Older children 
are less likely to be shy, but 
they may regard your pres 
ence as challenge to misbe¬ 
have. Have the mother explain, 
before leaving, that you are 
in control during her absence. 

2. Check to see what the 
mother wants you to do if the 
baby awakens W'hile she is 
gone. Some mothers prefer 
that you pick the child up for 
a few' moments, w'hile others 
may ask you to make sure 
he is comfortable, say a few- 
gentle words to him, then 
leave the room. 

3. Determine the child's feed¬ 
ing schedule, and make sure

Section 1. Section 25-1 of the Revised Ordinances of New¬ 
ton, Massachusetts, 1965, is hereby emended by inserting 
therein, in their proper alphabetical order, the following new 
definitions: 

Business establishment. Each separate place of business 
whether or not consisting of one or more buildings or a part 
of a building or vacant land. 

Sign. Any letter, word, symbol, drawing, picture, design, 
device, article or object or combination thereof that adver¬ 
tises, directs attention to or indicates any premises, mer¬ 
chandise, person or activity, regardless of the nature of the 
material and manner of composition or construction. 

Sign, Accessory. Any sign that, with respect to the prem¬ 
ises on which it is erected, advertises or indicates one or more 
of the following: The address of the premises, the person oc¬ 
cupying the premises, the business transacted on the prem¬ 
ises, and which contains no other advertising matter. 

Sign, Non-Accessory. Any billboard, sign or other adver¬ 
tising device that does not come within the foregoing defi¬ 
nition pf an accessory sign. 

Sign, Marquee. Any sign which is attached to a marquee 
or similar permanent roofed structure which projects over 
public property and is attached to a building and supported 
by the buiiding or on column supports from grade or a com¬ 
bination of both. 

Sign, Roof. Any sign which extends or exists above the 
lowest exterior wall of the building to which it is affixed, pro¬ 
vided that a sign affixed to a wall shall not be deemed to be 
a roof sign unless it extends more then three feet above the 
roof plate sign. 

Sign, Standing. Any sign erected on or affixed to the land | 
by post, pole, pylon or any framing or supporting device or 
stand which is not attached to a building. 

Sign, Political. Any outdoor sign of a temporary nature i 
used in an election campaign which may pertain to candi-1 
dates for elective office or to matters brought before the pub¬ 
lic in the form of referenda. 

Section 2. Chapter 25 of the Revised Ordinances of New¬ 
ton, Massachusetts, 1965, is hereby amended by inserting 
therein, following section 25-22, the lrllowing new section: 

Section 25-22.1. Signs and other advertising devices. 

(a) No person shall erect, display or maintain a billboard, 
sign or other advertising device within the city, except those 
specifically exempt or otherwise provided for hereinafter. 

(b) Residential districts—Accessory signs. 

No accessory sign shall be erected or maintained in any 
residence district except as hereinafter expressly provided: 

(1) With each residential building housing not more than 
two families there may be one such sign for each residence. 
Such sign shall not exceed one square foot, except that where 
a permittee use or occupation is set forth it shall not exceed 
two square feet. 

(2) With each residential building housing more than two 
families, or in the case of a group of such buildings forming 
a single housing establishment, with each such establishment 
there may be one such sign which shall not exceed 20 square 
feet, and one secondary sign for each separate building in 
a group of such buildings, which shall not exceed 2 square 
feet. 

(3) There may be one temporaly, unlighted sign on each 
lot advertising the sale or rental of the premises or the name 
and address of the contractor responsible for any construc¬ 
tion, painting or repair, provided that such sign shall not ex¬ 
ceed 12 square feet in area and shall be removed promptly 
after such sale, rental or construction, painting or repair has 
been completed. 

(4) Churches, schools, public or other non-profit uses 
•hall not be subject to the limitations of this paragraph. 

(5) There may be an accessory sign or signs on the prem¬ 
ises of any building constructed, erected, altered, enlarged, 
extended or reconstructed or used for the purpose of any 
permitted non-conforming use, the number and type in each 
case to be subject to the approval of the board of aldermen in 
accordance with section 25-23(b). 

(c) Business, limited maanufacturing and manufacturing 

districts. . 

In business, limited manufacturing and manufacturing 
districts, only those signs may be erected or maintained 
which are permitted in residence districts as provided in 
paragraph (b) (5) of this section or which comply with the j 
following provisions: 

(1) An accessory sign, except in the case of a standing 
6ign, shall be affixed to a building and shall be either parallel 
or perpendicular to a wall of the building. It shall not pro¬ 
ject beyond the face of any other wall of the building, or 
more than three feet above the roof plate line of the wall to 
which it is attached. No aaccessory sign shall be displayed 
on the roof of any building or other structure. 

(2) No accessory sign which is aff’xed to a building shall 
project more than twelve (12) inenes, in the case of a sign 
parallel with a wall, or^six (6) feet in the case of a sign per¬ 
pendicular with the wall, away from the face of the wall to 
which it is attached, subject, however, to the provisions of 
the building code and to sections 21-1 to sections 21-6 of these 
ordinances regulating signs projecting into, on or ovei a pub¬ 
lic street or way. 

(3) During the construction or alteration of a building 
one or more temporary signs may be erected on the prem¬ 
ises, identifying the building, the owner, contractor, archi¬ 
tects and engineers and whether any business is or is not 
being conducted therein. Such sign or signs shall not exceed 
in the aggregate 32 square feet in area, nor shall any such 
sign exceed ten feet in any linear dimension. Such sign or 
signs shall be removed within 24 hours after the completion 
of the building construction or alteration. 

(4) For each business establishment one principal ac¬ 
cessory sign not exceeding 200 square feet in area shall be 
permitted. In computing said area the outside perimeter di¬ 
mensions, to include any framing, molding or decorative 
trim, shall be included. Any sign consisting of separate let¬ 
ters or devices cut into or affixed to a wall shall be deemed 
to occupy the entire area within a single continuous perimeter 
enclosing the extreme limits of such letters or devices, in¬ 
cluding any structural elements. 

(5) There shall not be more than one exterior accessory 
sign for each business establishment on each separate wall 
of the premises including one princioal accessory sign. If a 
business establishment consists of more than one building, 
a secondary accessory sign or signs shall be permitted in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of the preceding sentence for 
each such building. Except for one principal accessory sign 
the secondary sign or signs for any business establishment 
•hall not exceed in the aggregate 100 square feet. 

(6) Special signs. 

i. Gasoline selling and service stations and garages may, 
if they elect to do so, divide the one exterior accessory sign 
affixed to the front wall of the building, to which they are en¬ 
titled as hereinabove provided, into separate signs affixed 
to and parallel to such wall and indicating the separate op¬ 
erations or departments of the business, provided, however, 
that the total size of all such separate signs shall not exceed 
the maximum size permitted under this section for a single 
exterior sign o/i such wall. In addition, one standing sign, 
not exceeding the dimensions permitted for standing signs by 
subparagraph (7) of this paragrapn fc) indicating the com¬ 
pany whose gasoline is being sold may be erected of such 
type, in such location, and in such manner as the board of 
aldermen may permit. A standard type of gasoline pump 
bearing thereon in usual size and form, the name or type of 
gasoline and the price thereof shall rot be deemed to be a 
sign. 

ii. In particular instances the board of aldermen may 
permit more than the number of signs allowed by the pre- 1 
ceding provisions of this section or signs of a greater size or 
in a location other than provided above, if it is determined 


that the architecture and location of the building with refer¬ 
ence to the street or the nature of the use of the business es¬ 
tablishment is such that an additional sign or one of a larger 
size should be permitted in the public interest. In granting 
such permission the board of aldermen shall specify the size 
and location of such sign or signs and impose such other 
terms and restrictions as it may deem necessary in the pub¬ 
lic interest 

(7) Standing signs are prohibited except as provided by 
subparagraph (6) (i) of this paragraph (c) or except as fol¬ 
lows. In particular instances, the board of aldermen may 
permit standing signs in business, limited manufacturing and 
manufacturing districts, if it is determined that the nature of 
the use of the premises, the architecture of the building or its 
location with reference to the street is such that a standing 
sign or signs should be permitted in the public interest. In 
granting such permission, the board shall specify the size, 
type and location and shall impose such other terms and re¬ 
strictions as it may deem to be in the public interest and in 
accordance with the building code provided that any such 
sign shall not exceed 100 square feet in area; or 20 feet in 
any linear dimension; or 20 feet in height from the ground. 

(8) No non-accessory sign shall be erected or maintained 
in any business, limited manufacturing or manufacturing 
district unless authorized under a permit lawfully issued, and 
remaining in full force and effect, by the outdoor advertising 
authority or any duly authorized succeeding official or agen¬ 
cy, under the provisions of G.L. ch. 93. secs. 29 to 33, inclu¬ 
sive. 

(d) Non-conforming signs. 

i. Any non-conforming sign legally erected prior to the 
adoption of this section, or any amendment hereto, may be 
continued to be maintained, but shall not be enlarged, re¬ 
worded, redesigned or altered in any way unless it conforms 
with the provisions contained herein. Any sign which has been 
destroyed or damaged to the extent t.iat the cost of repair or 
restoration will exceed of the replacement value as of the 
date of destruction, shall not be repaired, rebuilt, restored or 
changed unless in conformity with this ordinance. 

ii. The exemption herein granted shall not apply to any 
sign which has been abandoned, or shall not have been re¬ 
paired or properly maintained within sixty (60) days after 
notice to that effect has been given by the building com¬ 
missioner. 

(e) Roof signs. 

Roof signs shall not be permitted on any building. Any 
three-dimensional letters affixed to the top of a marquee shall 
not be deemed a roof sign. Any three-dimensional letters 
which may be affixed to the top surface of a marquee are 
subject to the provisions of these ordinances with regard to 
marquees and awnings. 

(f) Political signs. 

No billboards, signs or other advei Using device which is 
a political sign as defined herenbefore, shall be erected or 
mantained in any residential district. 

(g) Illumination and moving parts. 

i. No sign shall contain any moving parts or flashing or 

blinking lights so as to create an animated effect, except 
such portions of a sign which consist solely of indicators of 
time and temperature. . . 

ii. No red or green lights or any lighting effect utilizing 
such colors shall be used on any sign, if, in the opinion of the 
chief of police, such light or lighting effect would create a 
hazard to the operation of motor vehicles. 

iii Any lighting of a sign shall be continuous, indirect, 
and installed in such a manner that v;ill prevent direct light 
from shining onto adjacent residential property. 

iv. No sign shall be lighted between the hours of eleven 
P. M. and seven A. M. except signs -.oentifying police or fire 
stations and such other signs as the board of aldermen may 
specifically authorize to be lighted, if said board finds that 
' such illumination is in the public interest. 

v. The provisions of this paragraph (g) shall apply 
I not only to exterior signs, but also to interior signs which are 
designed oi so arranged so as to be visible through windows 
and/or doors of any building. 

(h) Construction and Maintenance. 

i. No sign shall be painted or posted directly on the ex¬ 
terior surface of any wall but all signs must be painted, post¬ 
ed or otherwise securely affixed to a substantial intermedi¬ 
ary removable surface which shall be securely affixed to the 
wall of the building. The foregoing, however, shall not pre¬ 
vent the installation of a sign by individual letters or devices 
cut into or securely affixed to the exterior wall of a building. 
The material of the sign and intermediary surface and the 
manner in which they are affixed to their respective surfaces 
or walls shall be subject to the approval of the building com¬ 
missioner. , . , „ . 

ii All signs, including their structural parts, shall be 
kept in good repair and in a proper slate of preservation in 
accordance with the reasonable requirements of the building 
commissioner. They shall be kept neatly painted and free 
from all rubbish or other objectionable materials. 

iii. No sign shall be erected, displayed or maintained 
which is or will be deterimental to the health, safety, welfare 
or morals of the public. 

(i) Permits. . , .... „ 

No sign shall be erected on the exterior of any building 

or on any land, and no sign shall be altered or enlarged un¬ 
til an application on appropriate forms supplied by the build¬ 
ing commissioner, with such information, including plan 
drawings and photographs, as he may require, and a permit 
for such erection, alteration or enlargement has been issued 
bv him The fee for such permits shall be established from 
time to time by the board of aldermen. Notwithstanding the 
foregoing no permit shall be required for signs permitted m 
residential areas, under the provisions of paragraph (b). sub- 
paragraph (1) to (3) inclusive of this section nor for a single 
real estate sign not over six (6) square feet in area ad e - 
tising the permises on which it is located as for sale or rent 
in a business, limited manufacturing or manufacturing dis¬ 
section 3.

(Assessors 
Look Over 
School Land 


City assessors this week in¬ 
vestigated two lots of land 
that will be bought eventually 
by Newton for the construc¬ 
tion of the new F. A. Day 
Junior High School. 

The two vacant lots are off 
Minot pi. in the southeast 
corner of the proposed school 
site. They are next to the Av¬ 
ery Estate and contain ap¬ 
proximately 30,000 sq. ft. 

The Avery Estate land 
question is still unsettled and 
city solicitors are bargaining 
with the heirs for permis¬ 
sion to construct the school 
on part of the land. 

When the estate was sold to 
Newton, the deed stipulated 
that the land would be used 
for open space or recreational 
use, and since its purchase 
has been under the control of 
the Recreation Department. 

City Solicitor Matt Jones 
has said that if the land use 
cannot be settled with the 
heirs, the city will have the 
right to take the land by em¬ 
inent domain. He added, how¬ 
ever. that the negotiations are 
going well and it is hopeful 
the city can use the land 
without resorting to eminent 
domain preceedings. 

If it were taken by eminent 
domain, the city would have 
to pay damages even though 
it now owns the property, 
Jones declared. 

The Board of Aldermen has 
already approved a $53,000 
appropriation for the site pre¬ 
paration and architect’s fees 
and the building is expected 
to be constructed on schedule.

New Biography 
Now On Market 

A new book by Professor 
Edward Wagenknecht, of 
Boston University, who lives 
at 233 Otis street. West New¬ 
ton. was published last week 
by Oxford University Press 
The publisher's announcement 
reads as follows: 

“John Greenleaf Whittier: 
A Portrait in Paradox” is the 
latest in Edward Wagen 
knecht’s distinguished serie.s 
of reappraisements of stand 
ard American writers. 

As with Longfellow and 
Mrs. Stowe, the writer has 
had access to much manu 
script material which prev! 
ous biographers have not 
seen, and the result is a por¬ 
trait in depth which super 
sedes the old steel engraving 
which has hung for more than 
a century in countless Ameri 
can schoolrooms. 

A pioneer student of New 
England legendry before the 
word “folklore’ had even been 
coined, Whittier got the New 
England landscape and char¬ 
acter into poetry as no other 
poet did before Robert Frost. 

But, like Emerson, he did 
not wish to be a “writer” but 
“a man writing," and he was 
more proud of his anti-slav¬ 
ery manifesto. “Justice and 
Expediency,” than of any of 
his books. 

His work for 
doomed him to years of pov¬ 
erty and brought him in dan¬ 
ger of mob action, yet he was 
never a professional agita¬ 
tor, and he broke with Garri¬ 
son on the disunion issue. 

Thought always delicate in 
health, he was intensely pas¬ 
sionate and ambitious, and a 
skillful lobbyist, important, 
among much else, for helping 
to manage the political ca¬ 
reer of Charles Sumner.
